Note. —Thn following lugge^tiond are made as the matters which should Bpectally engage the attention of the 
Circle Officer duri ng his audit: — • 

The Circle Officer should not con tine himself to a mere checking of a receipt against an entry in a register, or of one 
register against another. He should ascertain whether the union board Im roaluod during the year the whole of the 
sums due to it, and in the case of deticil he should note what action the union board has taken to enforce payment As 
«?KerdB pounds, for example, he should ascertain whether t.l»e union board realized during the year the full amount for 
which each pound was sold. If not, he should note whether the union board enforced payments quarterly in advance, 
and on the lessee’s failure to comply, whellter the union boanl cancelled his lease and resold the pound for the remainder 
of iho year. As regards union rates, the Circle Officer shad see whether tiie union board took prompt and adequate steps 
to ensure the realization of the rates within the year. For example, did the union hoard puhliHU lists of defaulters, issne 
distress warrants in time, and take prompt steps for the realization of the arrear rales by selling the defaulters* property? 
If not, the Circle Officer should ascertain whether the union boanl has any explanation to offer. The Circle Officer should 
also advise the board as to what action can still be taken to recover such of the arrears as have not become timc^barred. 
As regards expenditure, the Circle Officer should bear in mind that a voucher or receipt is not necessarily a proof that 
the money was actually spent fur the purtiosc against which it ia shown in the receipt and cash book. Two or three 
items should be selected haphazard, and the Circle Officer should make independent enquiries at to whether money to that 
extent was actually tpent on the purpose named.

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION 
OF MASTERS AND MATES. 

CHAPTER I. 

General Hulks. 

1 . Authority for Regulations. —These regulations are issued in 
pursuance of Act XXI of 1923. 

By sections 15 and 21 of that Act provision is made for holding exam¬ 
inations for the grant of certificates of competency uud power is given to 
the liocal Government with the sanction of the Governor-General of India 
in Council to make rules for the conduct of su(‘h examinations and the 
qualifications of the applicants. 

In accordance with section 11 of the same Act every British foreign- 
going ship* and every British home-trade ship of 300 tons or upwrads 
when going to sea from t^ny place in British India shall be provided with 
officers duly certificated under that Act '^r under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, and whoever, having been engaged to serve as Master or Mate, 
goes to sea as aforesaid as such Master or Mate, without being at the time 
entitled to and possessed of such a certificate, and whoever employs any 
person as such Master or Mate without ascertaining that he is at the time 
entitled to and possessed of such certificate is, for each such offence, liable 
to a penalty of Rs. 500. 

For rules for the examination of candidates for certificates of com¬ 
petency as Master and Mate of home-trade sailing-vessels exceeding 300 
tons, but not exceeding 1,000 tons burden, 5ce the rules in Appendix M. 

2 . Time and place of examinations. —Examinations will })e held at 
the Port Office, Calcutta, on the following days: 1st Monday in Janu¬ 
ary, April, July and October and 2nd Monday in February, May, August 
and Noveunber. 

Examinations of candidates for certfiicates of competency as Master 
and Mate of home-trade sailing vessels exceeding 300 Irms, but not 
exceeding 1,000 tons burden will be held at the Port Office, Chittagong 
on such dates as may be fixed by the Port Officer, Chittagong, with the 
sanction of the Local Government. 

3. How to Opplyi —Candidates for examiiuition must fill up a form of 
application (Form Exn. 2) at the Port Office. The form, ])roperiy filed 
in, together with the candidate’s testimonials and dis(‘harges, must bo 
lodged with the Port Officer, Calcutta, not later than the day before the 
day of examination; and the candidate must conform to any regulations 
in this respect which may be laid down by the Local Government. The 
discharges and testimonials should be handed in, together with the form 
of application, as many days as possible before the date of the examina¬ 
tion which the candidate desires to attend. In the absence of the 
necessary verification the candidate cannot be examined. 

. The Examiner should be particularly careful to ascertain that there 
are no gaps in the candidate’s service wdiich are not properly accounted 
for, before he is allowed up for examination.

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4. How to apply in spooial oases* —^In caseB where a candidate is in 
doubt whether his service complies with the Regulations, and wishes to 
submit his ease for special consideration, all certificates, dischargees, and 
testimonials, toprether with the form of application,* properly filled in, 
shoxilfl bo submitted to the Port Officer. If necessary, the officer will, 
after seeiiip that all the required information is clearly set forth in the 
papers, forward them with his observations to the Tiocal Government for 
decision. 

5. InquiriSS. —^All other inquiries re*?ardinpr examinations should be 
made and dealt with in the same way. The point on which information 
is sou^rht should he clearly stated, and certificates, discharj^es, testimon¬ 
ials, etc., should always be forwarded with the inquiry. 

6 . Nature of service determined by actual position on board ship.— 

Sea Service, in the foreipjn or home trade, cannot bo rej^arded as qualify- 
inp for examination for certificates of competency unless it can be verified 
by reference to the articles of the ship on which it was performed, e.//., 
service claimed by testinionial or otherwise to have beer as Mate when the 
actual rntinp as shown hy the a-rtieles was only that of boatswain or other 
petty officer will not he accepted where officer’s service is req^iired. 
Where servicce as First (or Second) Mate is required to (lunlifv fur 
examination the candidate must actually have held the executive position 
next (or next hut one) to the Master. 

Candidates who represent themselves as having served in a hisrher 
cnparity than that actually held in the ship render themselves liahle to 
prosecution. 

In this connection examiners shoTild remember that it has been a 
common practice for officers to be rated on ship’s articles as " Second 
Mate,” although in reality thev were only Third or Fourth Mates and 
acted in one of those positions on hoard ship. 

In every case where a candidate for a Master’s certificate of eompet- 
eney claims service as Second Mate, he should he requested io make a 
declaration in Divn. TI of the Form FiXn, 2*, to the effect that durinpf his 
service as Second Mate he had only one officer over him, or if more than 
one that a Third and Fourth Mate were also carried. 

If the service claimed is as ^'auxiliary Second Mate” the candidate 
should he required to state the number of officers servinj^ in a junior 
capacity. 

A candidate with First Mate’s service should make a declarntion that 
be was the senior officer under the Master, or if not. be must comply with 
the requirements of rule 85, as it hna been found that in some cases the 
Second Mato has been signed on the articles as First Mate, the proper 
First Mate hoinij called chief officer simply for examination purposes. 

It must he clearly understood that the amount of service laid down in 
the Regulations for each jyrade of certificate of competency is the absolute 
minimum that can be accepted, and unless a candidate can show the full 
amount be must in no case be allowed up for examination. 

7. Tsstimonials requirad- —Testimonials to character, including? 
Bohriety, and to experience and ability, on board ship for at least the last 
twelve months of sea service preoedinp ibe date of application to be 
examined, will be required of all candidates, and without prodiicinpf them 
i\o person will he examined. 

8 . Ponalty for misconduct* —Candidates who have ne^flected to join 
(heir vessels after having signed articles, or who have deserted their 
vessels after having? joined, or who have been found guilty of gross mis- 
eondiict on board, will be required to produce satisfactory proofs of two 
years’ subseqiumt service ana good cond\ict at sea, unless the Local 
Government, after having investigated the matter, should see fit to reduce 
the time. 

9. Deafness and other physical and mental disabilities*— If during 
the^ progress of the examination the examiner finds that a candidate is 
afflicted with deafness, vrith an imjiediment in his speech, or with some 
other physical or mental infirmity, and he is satisfied upon further 
investigation that the degree of deafness or of the impediment or other 
infirmity is such os to render the candidate incompetent to discharge the 
ordinary duties of a Mato or Master at sea, he should not allow the 
(candidate to complete his examination and should return his examination 
fee; but every case in which this action is taken must be reported to the 
Port Officer, 

If the candidate subsequently produces a medical certificate to the 
effect that his hearing, speech, or physical or mental condition » has 
improved or is normal, the Port Officer will take into consideration tlie 
question of allowing the candidate to sit again for examination.

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10 . Foreigners must know English. —Foreigner must prove to the 
satisfaction of the examiners that they can speak and write the Knplish 
language sufficiently well to perform the duties required of them cm 
board a British vessel. If a candidate fails for ignorance of the English 
language he will not be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. 
In the case of candidates for Home Trade certificates, the cortificaies of 
Asiatics who may not be able to speak English shall he endorsed to the 
effect that they are valid only for vessels manned and offic'ered entirely 
by Asiatics. 

11. Issue of certifleate. —If the candidate passes he will receive a 
form (Form Exn. 16) authorising the Port Officer to whom it is addressed 
to issue the (jcrtificute. It is, therefore, important that the port at which 
the certificate is to be issued should be the same on both the Form Exn. 16 
and the Form Exn. 2. If circumstances should make any alteration 
imcessary, the examiner should see that it is made in both forms, other¬ 
wise delay in the issue of the certificate may be caused. 

12. Service found to be insufSicient. —If after a candidate has passed 
the examination it is disi'overed on,further investigation that his services 
are insufficient to entitle him to receive a certificate of the grade for 
which he has passed, the certificate will not be granted to him; but if 
the Tiocal Government is satisfied that the error in the calculation of the 
candidate’s services did not occur through any fault or wilful misrepre¬ 
sentation on his part, he may either have the fee returned to him or have 
it placed to his credit. Should his services entitle him to a certificate of 
a low'or grade il may be granted to him, and the difference, if any, 
between the fee paid by him for the superior certificate and the fee pay¬ 
able for the inferior certificate will he returned to him or placed to his 
credit. The superior ceriificato wdll not be granted until the candidate 
has performed tlie amount of service in w^hich he was deficient, and has 
been re-examined in all the subjects, unless the Local Government see 
fit to dispense? with the re-exaniination. 

13. Failure in Examination! —In all cases of failure the candidate 
miist be examined anow\ If a candidate fails in Seamanship he will not 
be re-examined until after a lapse of six months. Whether the whole or 
part of this period must he served at sea must depend upon the subjects 
in Seamanship in which the candidate failed, but the amount of further 
sea service to be required will be left to the discretion of the examiner. 

J4. Examiner^s Report. —The examiner, in making his report on the 
Form Exn. 14, should state wrhat amount, if any, of further sea service the 
candidate must pci forni, and lie should also insert this information in 
the Form Exn. 2. 

15. Failure in Navigation. —If a candidate fails three times in Navi¬ 
gation within three months, ho will not bo re-examined until after a 
lapse of three months from the date of the last failure. 

16. Candidates failing may be examined for certifleate of lower 

grade. —If a candidate fails in his examination for a foreign-going certi¬ 
ficate, and the subjects in w’hich he has failed are not included in the 
syllabus prescribed for a certificate of a lower grade, he may, if he so 
desires, he examined for the lower grade certificate without further formal 
application or payment of fee, but he wdll be required to complete the 
whole of the work prescribed for such lower grade. 

No part, however, of the fee he has paid will he returned to him, and 
on presenting himself, when qualified, for re-oxamination for the higher 
certificate, he w'ill be required to pay again the full fee for the 
examination. 

17. Failure in Seamanship. —If a candidate fails in Seamanship so 
far as regards iJie management of square-rigged sailing vessels, in his 
examination for an ordinary certifleate, he may, if qualified as to service, 
witliout further formal application or further payment of fee proceed 
w*ith the examination for a certificate of competency for foi'eign-g4)ing 
.steamships, or for fore-and-aft rigged vessels, 

18. Fee always paid first. —Candidates for examination and persons 
enquiring as to the cdigihility will he required in making their applica¬ 
tion on Form Exn. 2, to pay the examination fee before any step is taken 
in the way of inquiring into their services or testing their qualificalion.s. 
If the candidate is found not to be eligible the fee will either be returned 
U) him or placed to his credit until he is eligible. 

^ 19. Whare to pay fooSv —The fee for examination must be paid to 

the Port Office. If a candidate offers a gratuity to any officer of the 
Department, he will be regarded as having committed an act of miscon¬ 
duct, and will be rejected, and not allowed to be again examined for 
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twelve months either at the port where the offence was committed, or at 
any other port. 

20. Fee not returned on failurOi —If a candidate fails to pass the 
examination no part of the fee will he returned to him.

22. Copy of Lost Certificate. —An applicant for a certified copy of a 
lost (Certificate either of Competency or Service, must fill in a form of 
application, Exn. 2^^ ^ivinpf the particulars required, and hand it to the 
Port Officer of Calcutta. A declaration as to the circumstances in which 
the certificate was lost must be made by the applicant before the Port 
Officer who will state thereon whether a fee is to be charged or not, and 
will forward a certified copy ol the lost certificate to the applicant. 

No fee will be charged if the applicant can prove that the certificate 
was lost through ship wreck or fire. 

2r‘l First Aid to the Injured. —(a) Every candidate for a Certificate

(c) If a candidate dues not poseess Huch a certi^cate of prolii ioncy in 
First Aid be should apply some time before he wishes to sit for examiiia* 
tion for a certificate as Master or Mate to the local secretary of one of 
the approved Associations, who will inform him of the available facilities 
for the instruction and examination of candidates in First Aid. A list 
of the names and addresses of the local secretaries of the AssociatioiiH is 
given in Appendix B. 

(d) Besides the courses of instruction which are provided on shore at 
the ports in the United Kingdom, at which examinations for certificates 
as Master and Mate are held courses of instructiop given by qualified 
surgeons on board merchant vessels will be accepted by the St. John’s 
Ambulance Association as qualifying the candidate for examination fur 
their certificate of proficiency in First Aid, provided the surgeon certifies 
that he has followed the syllabus of instruction laid down by the 
Association.

by the liocal Examiner of the St. Andrew’s Ambulance Association, to 
the effect that the candidate has passed the examiiialiou for a certificate 
of proficiency, may be accepted as showing that the candidate possesses 
the required knowledge of First Aid, 

24. Sight lasts. —(a) Every candidate for a certificate of coiiipetency 
must pass the prescribed sight tests before a certificate can be issued to 
him. If circumstances render it necessary for Jiim' to proceed with the 
examination in navigation and seamanship before undergoing the sight 
tests, he should be informed inai the examination in navigation and sea¬ 
manship will be cancelled in the event of his failure to puvss either of the 
sight tests. 

(h) Letter test. —Every candidate for a certificate must pass the 
lei lor test. If ho obtained a certificate of competency before »fanuary 
1 st, 1914, he will only be required to possess half normal vision using 
both eyes together. Otherwise he must pass a higher standard, viz., 
normal vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

Any candidate who has obtained his first certifii*ate under tbtise con¬ 
ditions may obtain his higher certificates, jnovided that he has normal 
vision using both eyes or either eye separately. 

Detailed information with regard to the conduct of the examination 
and the standards required is contained in Appendix 11. 

(c) Lantorn tost* —Every candidate must undergo the lanteni test 
on every occasion on which he presents himself for examination for his 
first certificate* of competency; but, if he then passes, he will not be re¬ 
quired to undergo the lantern test on any subsequent occasion. 

No person who holds a certificate of coinpeteuey should be examined 
in colour vision. 

{d) A candidate who fails to pass the prescribed form vision test may 
present himself for re-exumination at intervals of three months. A 
candidate who fails to pass the lantern test cannot be re-examined. 
In the case of a candidate who is referred fur further examination the 
Port Officer will make arrangements for a special examination. It is 
also open to any candidate who is adjudged to have failed in the lantern 
test to appeal to the Local Government, who may, if they think fit, remit 
the case to a special body of examiners for decision. 

(e) The Local Government will repay, at a rate which will be notified 
to^he candidate, the traveuing expenses of any candidate who is referred 
for further examination, as well us the travelling expenses of any can¬ 
didate who, having appealed against failurOi is reported by.the special 
e:iftiminers to have passed* No payment whatever will be made towards 
the expenses of candidates who, upon their own application, are examined 
by the Special Examiners, and are reported by them to have failed, unless 
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the Local Government consider that the particular cii'cumstanceB of the 
case justify such payment. 

(/) When a candidate fails to puss the lantern test, the examiner 
will point out to him the conditions under which he can appeal. Appeals 
are to be made throujfh the Port Officer, and forwarded to Local Govern* 
ment with the Examiner’s remarks. 

(//) Only Examiners who have themselves passed the lantern tests are 
to undertake the local examinations. 

{h) The fee paid for examination for a certificate of competency 
includes the fee of two rupees for examination in form and colour vision, 
and if the candidate fails to pass those tests, this fee will,* with the 
exception of two rupees, be returned to him. 

(i) No additional fee will be chained to any candidate referred for 
special examination, bnt a candidate who ajipoals against failure will be 
required to pay a special fee which will be returned to him if he passes 
the special examination. If a candidate, who has been reported by the 
Special Examiners as having failed, is still dissatisfied, it will be open 
to him, if he so desires, to present himself for a second special examina¬ 
tion on payment of u fee of rupees seveuty-five, provided that he brings 
with him a friend to wituesss the examination. 

This second examination \vill, however, be entirely voluntary, and 
will form no part of the examination for a certificate of (‘Oinpeteii(*y. 
The Local Government will, liowever, give (‘onsideraiion to the result of 
such examination in determining whether a certificate shall be granted. 

The* sight tests are .open to all persons serving or intending to serve 
in the Mercantile Marine or in fishing vessels, and all such persons 
recommended to take the earliest opportunity of as<*ertaining whether 
their vision is such as to qualify them for service in that profession. 
Any such person, if desirious of undergoing the tests, must make 
application to the Port Officer, on the Form Exu. 2a, and must pay a fee 
of two rupees. 

This fee will he payable on each occasion on which a candidate is 
examined. 

24A. F66S in Appeal Casesi —Candidates who on appeal from the 
result of the local tests are granted a special examination are notified 
by the Port Officer of the time at which they should attend for special 
examination and aVe expected to inform the Port Officer whether or not 
they w'ill be able to attend at that time. A candidate who, after inform¬ 
ing the Port Officer that he will attend, fails to appear at the time 
appointed, will forfeit the appeal fee of Ps. MO and w'ill be required to 
deposit a further fee of the same amount before further arrangements 
can he made for his special examination. 

CHAPTER II.

25. Square-rigged service required. —A candidate for an Ordinarv 
certificate of any grade who has not previously held an Ordinary certi¬ 
ficate of a lower jifrade must prove that he has served 12 months in the 
Foreign trade, or 18 months in the Home or (Coasting trade, in a square- 
rigged sailing vessel. 

26. Value of Ordinary Certificates. —Ordinary certificates will entitle 
the holders to go to sea as Mates or Masters of any vessel, sailing or 
steam. 

27. Second Mate. —A candidate must he not less than eighteen years 
of age, and must have served four years at sea. 

27A. Second Mate, — Every candidate will he required to pn)duce 
a valid Board of Trade Cei-tificate of Efficiency ae Lifeboatman. 

28. Second Mate, Ordinary} Navigation. —A candidate for a Second 
Mate’s certificate will he required— 

(а) To write a legible hafid and spell correctly. For the purpose of 

testing his ability the candidate will he required to write a 
^ short essay on some suitable subject. 

(б) To show a competent knowledge of the first five rules of arith¬ 

metic and the use of logarithms. ^ 

(c) To answer questions on elementary plane trigonometry. 

(d) To work a day’s work complete, correcting the courses for lee¬ 

way, deviation and variation. ^

—Certificates for the grades of Second 
Mate, Only Mate, Fmst Mute, and Master of fore-and-aft rigged vessels 
will be issued to candidates who have not complied with the regulation 
which requires them to have served at least one year in square-rigged sail¬ 
ing vessels, or who prove in course of examination that they are ignomnt 
of the management of square-rigged ships. In other respects the qualifica¬ 
tions for examination for such certificates are the same as for (Ordinary 
certificates.

A certificate for fore-aud-aft rigged vessels will not entitle the 
possessor to act in any case in which a (certificate for square-riggecl vessels 
is required. Amongst square-rigged vessels are classed full-rigged 
ships, barques, brigs, barciuentines, brigantines, and steamships carrying 
square sails. 

A candidate possessing a certificate for fore-and-aft rigged vessels and 
desiring to be examined for an Ordinary certificate, must prove that he 
has served at sea at least one year in a square-rigged sailing vessel,* unless 
he has previously held an Ordinary certificate of a lower grade. 
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39. Steamship CertificateSi —Certificates applying only to steainsbips 
are issued to candidates who are either unable to comply with thfe regu¬ 
lations which require them to have passed one year in square-rigged 
sailing vessels or who ])rove in course of examination that they are 
ignorant of the management' of square-rigged sailing vessels. All the 
qualifying service prescribed for these certificates may have been per¬ 
formed in steamships. 

These certificates will entitle thd holders to go to sea os Masters or 
Mates of foreign-going* steamships, butt will not entitle them to go to sea 
as Masters or Mates of foreign-going sailing ships. 

There will be no distinction in these certificates between fore-and-aft 
rigged steamships and square-rigged steamships. 

40. Second MatOp Steamshipsi —The qualifications as to age and ser¬ 
vice are the same as. for nn Ordinary Second Mate’s certificate (jrcr rule 27) 
excepting that the whole of the service may have been performed in steam¬ 
ships and that no service in square-rigged sailing vessels is required. 

41. Second MatCp Steamships: Navigation! —The examination in navi¬ 
gation for a Second Mate’s certificiate for foreign-going steamships will be 
precisely the same as that prescribed for an Ordinary Second Mate’s 
certificate. 

42. Second Mate, Steamships: Seamanshipi —The candidate must 
understand and be able to give satisfactory answers on the following 
subjects: — 

(a) The standing and running rigging of steamships. 

(?;) Rending, unbending, setting, taking in, and furling sail. 

(c) Sending masts and yards up and dow^n, etc, 

(ft) Seeing everything in readiness and clear for getting under way, 
and the precautions to be then obsLM vod with regard to steering 
gear and connection, engines, pro])eller, etc, 

(e) Care and usage of mechanical logs and sounding mncdiines. 

(/) Management of tsliips’ boats in heavy weather. 

(g) Duiinaging and stowing cargo, etc. 

(h) The rules of the Road as regards both steamers and sailing vessel 

their regulation licfhts and fog and sound signals. 

(i) Signals of distress, and signals to be made by ships wanting a pilot, 

and the liabilities and penalties incurred by the misuse of these 
signals. 

(;) The marking and use of the ordinary lead and log lines. 

(fc) The construction, use, and action of the sluices, and of the wnter- 
ballast tanks. 

(1) Engine-room and other telegraphs used on board ship, and deck 
appliances generally. 

(tw*) Use and management of the rocket apparatus in the event of a 
vessel being stranded. 

(n) Any other questions appertaining to the duties of the Second Mate 
of a steamship which the examiner may think necessary to ask, 

43. Only Mate, SteamshipSi —The mialificationa as to age and service 
are the same as for an Only Mate’s Ordinary certificate see rule 30) ex¬ 
cepting that the whole of the service may have teen performed in steam¬ 
ships and no service in square-rigged vessels is required. 

44. First Mate, SteamshipSi —The (]ualificati(ms as to age and service 
are the same as for a First Mate’s Ordinary certificate (see rule 31) exr 
cepting that the whole of the service may have been in steamships, and 
that no seivice in square-rigged vessels is required. 

45. Mate, Steamships: Navigation! —The examination in navigation 
for an Only or First Mate’s certificates for foaeign-going steamships will ho 
precisely the same as that prescribed for an Ordinary First Mate’s certi¬ 
ficate (see rule r32). 

46. Mate, Steamships: Seamanship. —In addition to the (]ualifi'*a- 
tions required for a Second Mate’s certificate, an Only or First Mate will 
be required to show a knowledge of the following subjects; — 

(a) Shifting large spars; rigging sheers; and taking lower masts in 
and out. 

(h) How to moor and unmoor ship; keep a clear anchor; and carry out 
an anchor. 

(c) Management of a steamship* in stormy weather. 

(d) How to rig purchases for getting heavy weights, anchors, machin¬ 

ery, etc., in and out. 

(e) How to dispose various kinds of cargo and weights in a stiff and in 

a tender vessel. 

(f) Ventilation of holds, and the stowage of explosives. ^ 

(g) Stowage of grain cargoes. • 
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(h) The effects of the screw race upon the rudder; and the effect

(/) Any other questions appertainingf to the duties of a hirst Mate of 
a steamship which the Examiner may think necessary to put 
to him. 

47. Master, Steamships. —The qualification as to age and service are 
the same as for a Master’s Ordinary certifirato for a foreign-going ship 
(see I'ule »‘54), exccj)ting that the whole of I he service may have been per¬ 
formed in steamships, and that no service in square-rigged vessels is 
required. 

48. Master, Steamships: Navigation. —The examination in naviga¬ 
tion for a Master’s certificate for foreign-going steamships will be 
precisely the same as that prescribed for an Ordinary Master’s certificate 
(.?cc rule 35). 

49. Master, Steamships: Seamanship. —In addition to the qualifica¬ 
tions required for the grades of Second and Eirst Mate, a Master will be 
required to show a knowledge of the following subjects: — 

(a) Construction of rafts and jury rudders suitable for screw 
steamships. 

(b) The preservation of the ship’s screw in the event of wreck. 

(c) Management of steamships in heavy weather.

(;) Any other (piestions appertaining to the management of a 
steamship which the Examiner may think it necessary to put 
to him. 

50. Steamship certifleates, how changed. —A candidate possessing a v 
certificate for foreign-going stoainships, and desiring to be examined for 
an Ordinary certificate, must prove that he has served at sea at least one 
year in a square-rigged sailing vessel, unless he has previously held an 
Ordinary certificate of a lower grade. 

51. Mate, Home Trade. —A candidate must be not less than nineteen 
years of age, and have served four years at sea. 

* 51A. Mate (Home Trade) . —Every candidate will be required to 
produce a valid Hoard of Tmde Certificate of Efficierrey as liifenoatman. 

A candidate for a Certificate as Mate, Home Trade, will also be re¬ 
quired — 

(i) To find the latitude by the meridian altitude of the »\m. 

I (ii) To “find the true amplitude o# the sun aaid the error of the com¬ 
pass therefrom, also the deviation, variation being given.

62. MatSp Home-Trade; Navigation.— He must write a legible band 
iud spell .correctly, and understand the first five rules of arithmetic, both 
simple and compound. He must be able to take a bearing by compass, 
be conversant with the use of a Mercator^s Chart, and^ be able to find, on 
a chart or plan, the course or coui*ses to steer and the distance or distances 
from one given position to another; to find the ship’s position, together 
with the set and drift (if any) on a chart or plan from cross bearings o^ 
two objects; to find the ship’s position from two bearings of the same or 
different objects, the course and distance run betw^een taking the lienrings 
being given, making due allowance foi a given tide or current; also the . 
distance of the ship from the objects or any given position at the •time 
of taking the second bearing; to find on a chart or plan the course to 
iiear by compass in order to counteract the effect of a given tide or 
current and to find the distance the ship will make good towards a given 
point in a certain time, and to work out practically the correction to 
apply to soundings taken at a given time and place, to compare with the 
depth marked on the chart; also, to fix the ship’s position by horizontal 
sextant angles, using a station pointer for plotting it on the chart or plan, 
etc,, and give a method of finding approximately the lime of high water 
at any given place without the aid of the Admiralty or other Tide 
Tables. He will also be required to explain orally the markings, signs 
and abbreviations on Admiralty charts and plaiiJ:', the use of the sextant, 
to be able to observe with it, to read off and on the arc, and to find the 
index error by the horizon. He will also be required to attain a mini¬ 
mum speed of 10 words a minute in semaphore iiid 0 w^ords a minute in 
Morse Hashing and 5 w’ords a minute in Morse flag waving, and to have 
a good working knowledge of the International Code of Signals and Allied 
Signal Manual. 

63, Mate, Home-Trade: Seamanship. —lie must possess a tliorough 
knowledge of the Kule of the Hoad as regards both steamers and sailing 
vessels, their regulation lights, and fog and sound signals. He must be 
able to describe the signals of distress, the signals to be made by ships 
wanting a pilot, and the liabilities and penal lies incurred by the misuse 
of these signals; also the use and management of the rocket apparatus 
in the event of his vessel being stranded. He must be able to mark and 
use the lead log lines, to moor and unmoor a vessel, and to manage q

Mate’s certificate for home trade passenger ships, or a Second 
Mate’s certificate for foreign-going vessels; 

(6) or, two and a half years must have been in a capacity not lower 
than Second Mate of a home-trade or coasting vessel m charge 
of a watch, whilst holding a Mate’s certificate for home-trade 
passenger ships, or a Second Mate’s certificate for foreign- 
going vessels {.see rule 84); 

(c) or, one year must have been as Pilot with a First Class pilot’s 
certificate rule 81); 

t»')4A. Master (Home Trade). —A candidal^ for a certificate as Master 
will also be required. 

(i) to Ind the longitude by chronometer from an altitude of the sun 

by the usual methods, computing the daily rate of chrono¬ 
meter from errors observed, when required. 

(ii) to find the altitude by the meridian altitude of a star. 

(in) to find the deviation of his compass by the Azimuth of the sun 
or a star. 

65. Master, Homo-Trade; Navigation.— In addition to the qualifica¬ 
tions required of a Mate of a home-trade passenger ship, a Master will 
he required to find the latitude by a meridian altitude of the sun, find 
compass corrections by Amplitude and Time Azimuth of the sun, and to t 
give written, answers to certain practical questions on the subject of the 
deviation of the compass. (Aee also supjuementary viva voce test rule

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66. Matter, Home-Trade: Seamanship.— In addition to the qualifica¬ 
tions required of a Mate! of a home-trade passenger .sliip, a Master must 
understand how to rig a sea anchor, and what means to apply to keep a 
steamship with machinery disabled out of the trough of the sea; also how 
to get a cast of the lead in heavy weather, etc. lie will be examined as 
to his resources for the preservation of the crew and passengers in the 
event of wreck and the steps to be taken if his vessel is disalded and 
drifting towards a lee shore, and will be required to answer any other 
(luestions appertaining to the management of a home-trade passenger 
ship which the Examiner may think necessary to put to him. 

57. Yacht Certifloates. —The examination for these certificates is 
purely voluntary and is confined to persons who command their own 
British sea^going pleasure yachts. A Master of a yacht who is not also 
the sole owner, or who is under 21 years of age, is not eligible for 
examination. 

Only one description of certificate will be issued, whether the yacht 
is foreign>going or cruises within the home-trade limits. 

The certific^ttte will not entitle the holder to command any vessel 
except the pleasure yacht or yachts, of. which he is at the time the sole 
owner. . 

Candidates are not required to have Served any specified time afloat, 
as it is believed that their sea knowledge will be sufficiently tested by the 
examination they will have to pass in seamuiiship. 

Testimonials of service need not be shown, but a candidate for exam¬ 
ination wdll be required to produce a statutory declaration to the effect 
(1) that he is sole owner of the yacht; (2) that the yacht is sea-going; 
(Jl) that it is not to be used for trading purposes. He will also be 
required to fill up the form of application (Form Fxn. 2), and pay the fee 
of lls. JU) at the ^^)rt Oifice, as pres(*rihed in rule Tj. 

In all other respects, except that the candidate will not be required 
to produce a “ First Aid certificate, the regulations relating to examina¬ 
tions of Masters of foreign-going ships will apply in these cases. 

58. Yacht Master; I^avigation. —The examination in navigation for 
a Yacht Master’s certifunite will be precisely the same as that prescribed 
for an Ordinary Master’s certificate, except that in the civil duties of a 
shipmaster the Master of a yacht will only be expected to possess a 
knowledge of what he is recjuired to do hy M. S. Acts. 

59. Yacht Master: Seamanship. —He must give satisfactory answers 
as to his knowdedge of making and taking in sail, and as to the manage¬ 
ment of a ya(dit under canvas in moderate and in stormy weather, lie 
must have a thorough knowdedge of the liule of the lload at sea as 
regards both steaiiifM-s and sailing vessels, their regulation lights and 
fog and sound signals, and be able to describe the signals of distress, and 
the signals to be made by ships wanting a pilot and the liabilities and 
penalties incurred by the misuse of these signals. He must also undei- 
staud the use and inaimgoment of the rocket apparatus in the event of his 
vessel being stranded. Ife must be able to mark and use the lead and 
log lines; to cast a vessel on a lee shore; to moor and unmoor a ship; b) 
keep a clear anchor, and to carry out an anchor. He must kiujw how to 
keep his vessel out of the trough of the sea in the event of accidwit; 
how to rig rafts and jury rudders, etc.; and what steps to take if his vessel 
is disabled or unmanageable and drifting towards a lee shore. He will 
also be examined as to his resources for the preservation of the crew in 
the event of wreck. He must alo possess a knowledge of the measures he 
should adopt for preventing and checking an outbreak of scurvy on 
board; and be prepared to answer any other questmns relating to the 
management of a yacht, either steam or sailing, which the examiner may 
ask. 

60. Provisional Certificatos. —Provisional certificates for foreign- 
going ships or for foreign-going steamships, according to the candidate's 
qualifications, are granted on the conditions stated below to any officer of 
the Mercautile Marine who may require such a certificate to qualify him 
for appointment to or promotion in the Royal Naval Reserve. These 
certificates are only issued for Royal Naval Reserve purposes, and do not 
authorise the holders to go to sea as First Mate or Masters. 

Candidates for these certificates, must apply to the Port Officer, 
Calcutta, fill up the form of application (Exn. 2) and pay the usual fee. 
They must produce their First or Second Mate’s certificates of compet¬ 
ency, and an authority from the Local Government before they can be 
examined. This authority should be obtained through the Port Officer. 

• 61. Provisional Certmoatas, First Mate*— Provisional certificates as 
First Mate are granted to candidates who can prove that they have 
served five years at sea and that during one year of this period they have 
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Mtved in a Apacity not lower than Fourth Mate while holdifi? a Second 
Mate’s ijertifioate. They must pass the iisnal examination for First Mate 
and pay the usual fee. The provisional certificate is exchangeable for 
the full certificate as First Mate, without further payment or examine, 
tion, on production to the Port Officer of satisfactory proofs that the 
holder has served at sea not less than 12 months in a foreign-^goiM vessel 
in a capacity not lower than Fourth Mate, and that during the whole of 
that period he has been in regular charge of a watch and in possessson 
of a certificate of competency as Second Mate. 

62. Provisional Certificates, Master.— Provisional certificates as 
Master are granted to candidates who can prove not less than six d a 
half years’ service at sea, and who pass the usual examination for Master 
and pay the usual fee. Of this service two and a half years must have 
been served in a capacity not lower than Fourth Mate of an ocean-going 
steamship, during the last 12 months of which the candidate must have 
been in possession of a full certificate ns First Mate. These certificates 
will be exchanged for the full certificate as Master without further pay¬ 
ment or examination, on production to the Port Officer of satisfactory 
proofs that the holder has serve<bat sea either (a) not less than two and 
a half years in a foreign-going vessel in charge of a watch in a capwcity 
not lower than Fourth Mate, and that during 12 months of this period 
he has served as Second Mate while in |>ossession of a full certificate of 
competency as First Mate, or (h) npt less than three and n half years 
in a foreign-going vessel in charge of a watch in a capacity not lower 
than Fourth Mate, and that during two years of this period he has served 
in a capacity not lower than Third Mate whilst in possession of a full 
Certificate of (competency as First Mate. 

63. Voluntary Examination in Compass Deviation. —Any person 
holding a certificate of any grade in the fonngn or home trade or as 
Master of his own pleasure yacht, who wishes to pass a voluntary exam¬ 
ination in compass deviation, can at any time be examined upon filling 
up the usual form of a^)plication, and paying to the Port Offir(?r the fee 
of Ks. 15. If the candKiate passes the examination a note to that effect 
will be made upon his certifi(^ate. 

64. Voluntary Examination in signalling.— The examination in 
Signalling as prescribed for candidates for tbe Extra Master’s certificate 
is open as a voluntary examination to all persons bolding, or who have 
passed for, or who are candidates for, a certificate of competency of any 
grade. 

If the candidate passes, the fact with the date and place of passing 
will be recorded upon his certificates of competency. 

Candidates may be examined at any port where Ordinary examina¬ 
tions are held upon filling up the form of application (Exn. 2) and paying 
the fee of Rs. 15. (See Appendix C.) 

No fee, however, will be charged for this examination if it is taken 
at the same time as that at which a candidate is examined for any 
certificate of competency. 

65. Voluntary Examination in Steam. —These examinations are pro¬ 
vided for the purpose of giving Masters and Mates who are possessed of 
certificates of competency an opportunity of undergoing a voluntary 
examination as to their practical knowledge of the use and working of 
the steam-engine. They are conducted under the superintendence of 
the Port Officer at such times as he may appoint for the purpose. 

The examination is open to any person who holds a Certificate of any 
grade in the foreign or home trade or as Master of his own pleasure ya<fb*t. 
Full particulars of the examination are given in Appendix Q. 

66. Examination In Steam: how to apply^— Candidates should fill up 
the form of application (Form Exn. 2) at the Port Office, pay the fee of 
Bs. 15 and deposit their certificates and testimonials with the l^ort Officer, 
who will inform them when and where to attend to be examined. The 
usual testimonials for sobriety and good conduct for at least the last 18 
months preceding the date of application to be examined must be 
produced. 

67. * Examination in Steam: endorsement of oertifteatftr-If the can¬ 
didate passes, Form Exn. 16, together with a written i-eport of the 
examination, should be sent to the Port Officer and the candidate’s 
certificate, together with the form Exn. 2, will be sent to the Local 
Government; the words “ Certified to have passed in Steam,” with the 
date and place of examination, will then be entered on tbe certificate and 
its duplicate, and the certificate will be sent to the Superintendent of tie 
Mercantile Marine Office at the port named in the Form Exn, 2, And will 
be delivered to the candidate in the usual manner.

68. Examination in Steam; failure. —If the candidate fails to 
his Certificate will he returned to him at ()n(*e, hut he may not present 
himself for re-examination until the expiration of three numths from the 
date of failure. 


6f>. Certiflcates of Service.— A person who has attained the rank of 
lieutenant in His Majesty’s Navy or in His Majesty’s lltiyal Indian 
Marine Service, is entitled 1o apply for a certifi(*ate of service as 
Master of a foreign-going ship w’itbout exaininati(»n. This certificate 
will not entitle the holder to go to sea as Master or Mate of a home-trade 
passenger ship. 

Certificate of servi(»e will be issued by the Board of Trade only. 
Applications for certifi(*ates of service of the Royal Indian Marine must 
be made on a printed form, Exii. 18, which will he supplied free of 
charge on application to the Director f)f the Royal Indian Marine. 

Applicants on duty in India should submit their claims to the 
Director for transmission (o the Oovei^ment of India and the India 
Office. Officers on leave in England should submit their claims to the 
India Office on the printed form which mav be obtained from that office. 

Applications for certificates of service by officers of the Royal Navy 
on the a(*tive list must be made througli their eomuninding officers, and 
^ applie/iitions from officers of the Royal Navy on half-pay must be made 
to the Se(‘retarv of the Admiralty, who in either case will forward tlie 
application to the Board of Trade, 

70. Ambulance Certificates and Government Awards. —An offictu* in 

the Mercantile Mu rim* who holds a (*eitifieate of proficiency in First Aid 
to the Injured from Uie St, .lohn's or SI. Andrew's Amlmlunce Assoedatipn 
or some equivalent certificate, c*mi have tlu^ fa(*t endorsed on his certi¬ 
ficate of (*ompettm(\v provided tlie latli*r was issued hi*fore April 1st, 1908, 
if the two certificates are forwarded to the Ihirt ()ffi(‘er. 

Recipients of (jo vein men t awards can also have the fact stamped on 
their certificates of competency, if they submit evidence of the award 
together with their certificate in u similar manner. 


CHAVTKR III. 


RriJiS KOH KSTIMATIN(i SKA SKRVICE. 

71. 8ea service. —In those Regulations sea service is rcH'koned from 
the coinmeiu'emeiit to the termination of the voyage. The <‘ertificates 
of discharge for service in the foreign trade will gcmerally be accejited as 
proof of sea servi<‘(‘, Imt certificates of discharge for service* in the home 
or (‘ousting trade must always be sent to the J’ort Otficer for verification. 
Port Officer and Examinei’s will he careful to see that these discharges 
have not been in any way tampered with, and will report any suspicious 
cas(‘ to the Local Government. 

For all (‘ertifi(*ates of competem\v as Master or Mate in the Mercantile 
Marine, the qualifying servi(‘e usually reejuired is service performed in 
ordinary trading v(*ssels. Wliile the Kogulationes ^uovide for the 
acceptance in part of certain kinds of non-trading service (c./;., that 
performed in fishing-boats, yacdits, pilot v«‘ssels, etc.), non-trading service 
not specially provided for in the Regulations cannot be accepted as quali¬ 
fying servi(*e unless it has been submitted to the Lo(‘al Governiuent and 
their sanction obtained.

72. 8.8 service for foreign-going certificetos. —For foreign-going 
certificates the term “sea service” means, unless otherwise stated, 
service perforimnl in foreign-going vessels. 

7;i. Offleors’ eoryico: Homo Tredo. —Sen’ice in a lower grade than 
P'irst or Only Mate in the home or coasting trade will not be recognized 
as officers’ service towards qualifying a candidate for examination for a 
foreign-going certificate. 

74. Sorvioo under tho Admiralty.— All service afloat in His Majesty’s 
ships or in auxiliary supply ships or any other ships in attendance .on 
the P’leet between August 4th, 1914 and December .‘list, 1920 inclusive, 
will be accepted in full (subiect to the ordinary conditions as laid down 
ia these Regulations) as qualifying sea service for either Horae l>ade or 
Foreign-going certificate. 
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The Local Government cannot undertake to accept the whole or any 
definite proportion of service in the Royal Naval Reserve, which is not 
qualifying^ serviuB in accordance with these Regulations, but they will 
he prepared to consider sympathetically an application for examination 
from a candidate who .has been prevented by his service in the Royal 
Naval Reseiwo between August 4th, 1924 and December (list, 1920 
inclusive from complying* fully with the requirements. 

75. Servica in the Armyi —The Local (lovernment is anxious that, so 
far as is reasonably possible, seamen or apprentices who served in the 
Army between August 4th, 1924 and December JUst, 1920 inclusive should 
not be hindered in their ordinary profession; and they are prepared to 
consider sympathetically any application to be examined by a candidate 
who has been prevented from complying fully with the Regulations 
owing to his service in the Army. 

76. Officers and seamen interned abroad. —A portion of the time 
spent by officer and seamen interned abroad between August 4th, 1914 
and December (Ust, 1920 iiudusive, will be accepted in lieu of a portion 
of the qualifying sea service required to qualify them for examination 
for a certificate of competency. The amount of such time so allowed 
will be decided by the Port Officer, 

77. Service in Home Trade. —For Home-Trade Passenger ship certi¬ 
ficates sQiwice in the home or coasting trade is regarded as equivalent to 
service in the foreign trade; but for Foreign-going certificates it is 
regarded as only equivalent to two-thirds of the time served in the foreign 
trade, except in the case of Indian coasting voyages extending beyond a 
distance of 500 inilcs from the port of departure in vessels commanded 
by Masters holding foreign-going certific^ates, when such service will 
count as foreign voyages, and will be re(‘koned as full time; but the 
time spent in the port of departure or home port will not be allowed to 
count. In all cases the length of service is deemed to commence on the 
date of sailing from the port of departure or home port and to end on the 
date of arrival at the home port. Such service must he vouched for in 
the form laid down in Apj.>endix L. 

78. CcrtifIcatCi meaning of. —By the word certificate’* is meant a 
certificate of competency granted by the Board of Trade under the 
Merchant Shipping Acts, or by the Government of British self-governing 
Dominion, Colony, or Possession, under an Order in" Council issued in 
pursuance of the Merehant Shipping Acts. 

A list of the Colonial certificates referred to will be found in 
Appendix K. They are of the same force as the corresponding 
certificates granted by the Board of Trade. 

79. Colonial local cortificatos. —The holder of a (Colonial certificate 
for foreign-going ships }iot grante<l under the Merchant Shipping Acts 
who desires to he examined for an Imperial certificate of the same grade, 
must prove that he has performed the amount of service required by these 
Regulations to entitle him to hold such a certificate. He must also 
produce satisfactory testimonials as to character for at least the last 12 
months of sea service preceding his application to be examined. 

80. Forolgn-going cortificatos. —Where a foreign-going certificate is 
required in order to qualify a candidate for examination, the certificate 
may be either an Ordinary certificate, or a certificate for fore-and-aft 
rigged vessels, or a certificate for foreign-going steamships. 

81. Pilot dofinod. —The terpi ‘‘ pilot ” in these Regulations {see rules 
31 and 54) means a pilot who is employed in general pilotage, and holds a 
first class pilot^s certificate from some competent authority authorising 
him to pilot vessels outside harbour and partially smooth water limits. 
A Master Pilot of the Bengal Pilot Seiwice is for the purpose of this rule 
to be considered as a first class pilot. 

82. Officor’s SOrviCO. —Officer’s service to be recognised as qualifying 
fop-^urposes of examination must be performed with the requ^ite certi¬ 
ficate us Hoecified ia appendix I, The officer’s service performed by men 
who have oeeii duly promoted during the course of a voyage (see rule 86) 
who, in consequence of serving in vessels plying between ports abroad, 
have been unable to obtain the necessary certificates, may, however, be 
recognised, provided that it is other respects satisfactory. 

83. Foreign 'OffiCPrti —^Foreign officers who wish to apply for a 
British certificate of competency must in all cases have performed their 
qualifying officer’s service with the requisite British certificate. The 
service may have been performed in foreign vessels if the candidate can 
produce satisfactory testimonials as to conduct and character, and is able 
to prove that the service has been in the required capacities, and that 
during the period of service he has held a British certificate of 
competency of the grade required by the Regulations (see rule 87). 
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84. In Oharga of a watch. —^When service in charge of a watch in 

either the foreign or home trade is specified in the regulations, candidates 
for certificates of competency as First Mate must he able to prove that 
during eight months at least of their service they have kept full regular 
watch during the whole voyagey i.e., from port tojiort, which, if m the 
foreign trade, must amount to not less than 8 hours of eac;h 24 hours* 
service. Where a candidate can prove eight months of such full service, 
service performed in ca*ses where watches were doubled at any time 
during the voyage will be accepted as equivalent to half the sunie period 
of full watch-keeping service. No amount of occasional service will, by 
itself, be accepted as qualifying service. (Candidates for certificates 
of competency as Master will be required to have served during the w’hole 
of the time specified by the Regulations, in full charge of a watch, and no 
service performed under the system of double watches, except as the 
senior officer, will be accepted as qualifying service for a certificate of 
of this grade, (xreat care must be exercised by the Examiners and others 
in regard to such service and unless the candidate produces a clear and 
satisfactory testimonial specially setting forth the abo\e facts, from the 
Master or owner of the vessel in which the service was performed, it must 
not be accepted. , 

85. Additional mates. —Service as additional or auxiliary First or 
Second mates in largo foreign-going vessels, when in botli cases Third 
and Fourth Mates are also carried, will count as First Mate s or Second 
Mate*s service, as the case may he, provided that the candidate was 
entered on the articles in one of these capacities, and that he produces 
the necessary certificate (see rule S4) showing that he was in charge of a 
watch or watches during the wliole lime claimed. (See also rule (5.) 

8G. Promotion during voyago. —Whenever a man has, from any 
cause, been regularly promoted on the oci-urrencc of a va(‘ancy in the 
course of the voyage from the rank in which he first shipped, and such 
promotion, with the ground on w'hich it has been made, is properly en¬ 
tered in the articles and in the Official Log Rook, he wdll receive credit 
for his service in the higher grade for the period subsequent to his pro¬ 
motion. 

87. Evidence as to Service in foreign vessels. —The testimonials of 
service of foreigners and of British officers and seamen serving in foreign 
vessels, which cannot be verified by the Port Officer, must be confirmed 
either by the (Consul of the country to which the ship in w’hich the candi¬ 
date served belonged or by some other recognised official authority of 
that country, or by the testimony of some credible person on the spot 
having personal knowledge of the facts required to be established. The 
production, however, of such proofs will not of necessity he deemed 
sufficient. Each case will be decided on its own merits, and if the suffi¬ 
ciency of the proofs given ap])ears to be at all doubtful, it must be referr¬ 
ed to the Government for decision. 

88. Auxiliary screw ships, —Service In vessels with auxiliary steam 
or motor power which use their propelling machinery only in calms or 
during light winds, is considered as service performed in sailing vesseis. 

89. Excursion steamers. —In the case of excursion steamers only 
such service as can be proved to have been performed at sea will be accept¬ 
ed. 

90. Service as carpenter, saiimaker, cook, steward, etc. —Candidates 
whose serviire has been performed in capacities other than apprentice, 
midshipman, cadet, ordinary seaman or able seaman— e,g,, men who 
have served as carpenter, or saiimaker, or us cook in small vessels where 
cooking is only a part of a man’s duty—will be required to satisfy the 
Port (Jfficer that they have during the whole time claimed performed 
deck duties in addition to their own particular work, and that they'Tiave 
a good knowledge of seamanship. These facts may possibly bp proved 
by the production of satisfactory certificates from thp Masters with whom 
the candidate has served; hut such service will only be accepted as equi¬ 
valent to two-thirds of the time served as ordinary deck hand.- Failing 
satisfactory evidence, the applicant will be required to perform addi¬ 
tional service in the capacity of seaman. Service arcook (under other 
conditions than the above), or as steward, purser, or wireless operator 
will not be accepted. 

91. Service as wireless operator.— If a candidate has l)een engaged 
on* articles of agreement as seaman or in any seamen rating and has served 
•both as a seaman and as a wireless operator two-thirds of such service 
may be counted as qualifying service. 
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’ If a candidate kas been en^nRod on urtieles of agreement uh a wireless 
operator and has served as such, one quarter of the service up to a max« 
iuxuiu of twelve months inay be counted us (jualifying service. 

92. Sarvica in fishing or pilot vaSSalSm—> Service performed exclu¬ 
sively in trawlcM’s and other deep sea fishing vessels, or in pilot \essels, 
will not qualify a candidate for examination. He must in addition 
prove the following service: — 

(rt) For a Foreign-going certificate, service for at least 18 months in 
an ordinary trading vessel in the foreign trade, or the equi¬ 
valent period, 27 months, in the home coasting trade. 

(h) For a Home-Trade Passenger Ship certificate, service for at least 
twelve iiionlhs in an ordinary trading vessel in the*foreign, 
home, or coasting trade. 

93. Sarvica in yachts* —Service in pleasure yachts will be u(x*epted 
as qualifying service under the following (‘onditions: — 

(а) It must in all cases be verified by satisfactory proofs, which 

must set forth clearly and in detail the nature anil duration 
of the service claimedand it must be distinctly understood 
that only actual sea service will be accepted, and that service 
in harbour or port is inadmissible, 

(б) Service in foreign-going yachts will be accepted in full; and 

service performed wiiliin Jlome-Truile limits in sailing yacdits 
of not less than oO tons net rcagister or in steam yaclits of not 
less than 81) tons gross register will be accepted in the propor¬ 
tion stated in rule 80; but candidates must also show (1) for 
a Foreign-going (*ertificate, servic^e for at least 18 months in 
an ordinary trading vessel m ilie I'ureign trade, or for the equi¬ 
valent period, 27 montlis, in an ordinary trading vessel in the 
home or coasting trade; {2) for u Home-Trade Passenger ship 
certificate, seivice for at least 12 months in an ordinary 
trading vcjssei in the foreign, home or coasting trade. 

(c) Service within Home-Trade limits in sailing yachts of 20 tons 

net register, or in steam yachts of 40 tons gross register, will 
be ac'ceptecl towards qualitying a candidate for a foreign-going 
certificate as equivalent to half the same time served in the 
foi-eign trade, but no amount of such service shall count us 
more than two yeai-s’ service in the foreign trade, and no such 
service shall count as officer s serviee to qualify candidates for 
foreign-going cmdificatcs. 

(d) Service within home-trade limits in sailing yachts of not less 

than 20 tons net register, or in steam yacht of not less than 
40 tons gloss register, will be accepted at the ordinary rate 
as qualifying service for Home-Trade Passenger Ship certifi¬ 
cates, but candidates must prove that they have in addition 
served for at least 12 months in an ordinar 3 ' trading vessel in 
the foreign, home, or roasting tiude. 

(e) Service within IIofiie-Trade limits in sailing yachts of less than 

20 tons net register, or in steam yachts of less than 40 tons 
gross register, will not be accepted as qualifying service for 
any class of certifi(‘ate. 

94. Servica in tugSp War Department vesselSp etc* —Seiwice perform¬ 
ed in tugs outside partially smooth water limits may be accepted as sea 
service tor the purpose of qualifying a candidate for a Mate’s or Master’s 
certificate for Home-Trade l^assenger Ships only. 

Service performed in War i)ej)ai'tnient vessels employed outside par¬ 
tially smooth water limits may be accepted as sea service to qualify a 
candidate for a Mate’s or Master’s certificate for home-trade passenger 
ships only. This sei*vice (^aniiot be accepted towards qualifying a can- 
, didate for a Foreign-going certificate, unless there should be some .very 
exceptional circunistaiices, wheii the case, together with all the (‘andidate’b 
^ papers, should be submitted to the Port Officer for his consideration. 

94. Service in tugSp War Department vessels, etc. —Service perform- 
ject to the provisions of I'ule 100. be allowed to count towards qualifying 
a (iundidate for a Mate’s certificatij of competeiuy for home-trade pas¬ 
senger ships provided the candidate can prove at least two years' service 
in an ordinary trading vessel in either the home, coasting, or foreign 
trade. Service in these steam hoppers will not be accepted as officer’s 
service towards qualifying a candidate for a Master’s certificate. 

96. Service in lightships or engine-room. —Service in lightships or« 
in an engine-room will not be accepted as sea service. , 
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97. ServiM on rivers. —Service performed on rivers, no matter of 
what niae, and service performed within smooth or partially smooth water 
limits will not l)e ac(*epted. 

Where any doubt whatever exists on this point, the candidate will be 
required to produ<^e a certifi(»ate from the Master or owner of the vessel 
in which the service was performed, before the servic^e can be accepted. 

98. Training ships. —Time served on board a training; ship will be 
allowed to count as ccjuivalent to one-half the same time spent in service 
at sea, up to a limit (d two years no length of service will be allowed 
to count as more than one year at sea), provided that the candidate can 
produce a certificate from the Committee or Captain Superintendent that 
he has conducted himself creditably and i)assed a pood examination in 
seamanship so far as it is practised in the traininp ship, as well as in 
other matters down to the time of his leavinp the ship. Training ship 
service wdll not be regarded as equivalent to service in square-ripgcd ves¬ 
sels. 

99. School for nautical training. —Time spent at a school for Naui- 
i(‘al Traininp condueded on premises ashore may be allow'cd to count in 
some projiortion, not exceeding one-half, as service at sea provided that— 

(a) the school is in receipt of a grant from the Board of Education 

under the Kegulutions for Schools of Nautical Training; 

(b) after an inspection by one of their officers the Board of Trade 

are satisfied that the sehool gives a training that justifies time 
spent there being reckoned as part of the necessary qualifying 
time f(>r u (‘erlificate of <‘om])eten(*y; 

(c) the candidate produces a satisfactory certificate as regards con¬ 

duct and proficiency from the authorities of the school on 
leaving it. 

The proportion in w'hich time spent at a school conducted on pre¬ 
mises ashore will be accepted as (pialifying under the above provisions will 
1»e decided after inspecti(>n by one of the Board’s officers, but time spent 
at the school will never be (M)Uiited as equivalent to more than onc-lialf 
of the same time spent at sea, nor will it in any circumstances be taken 
as equivalent to more than one year at sea. 

100. Apprentices. —The whole of the time (daiined under indentures 
of apprenti(‘esliip will be acre])ted as a(*tual sea service to (jualify under 
rule MO for a .'second Mate's certificate provided (a) that the indentures 
have not been (*ain*elle(l through some fault of the (candidate, but are 
endorsed by tlie owner or ilaster to whom he was bound to the effect that 
he has performed his service faithfully during the time he remained as 
apprentice; and (b) that the candidate has served at sea four-fifths of 
the time claimed, that is to say, has not spent more than ono-tifth of the 
lime in home ports. 

In cases where an apprentice is (pialified for examination before the 
expiration of his indentures, ejh, wlnuc he has had training shij) or other 
sea servic(‘ prior to being bound, wliicdi, together with his actual time as 
apprentice, inakt's up the required four-years, or where his indentures 
are for a period of nu»rc than four years, a letter from the ow ner or Master 
will be ai^cepted in place of the endorsement referred to above. 

In the event of the ('an did ate being short of the required four-fifths of 
tlie time clainu'd as ap})renti(*e out of tlie TTriited Kingdom, ho »vill be 
rei|uire(l to show sufficient additional sc^a service, cither as s^»aman or 
junior offit^er to make up four-fifths of the time claimed. 

101. Midshipmen and cadets.— The whole of the time served as mid¬ 
shipmen or cadet under indentui^es will also be accepted subject to 
the same condidions us those laid down for apprentices; and the same 
will he the case even when not bound by indentures, provided that the 
service as midshi])man or (‘ailet has been continuous, and that on the date 
of the termination of the period of service claimed in this capacity the 
candidate was on artiedes of agreement, and that he is able to comply with 
the requirements laid dowui in the matter of servingr or making ap the 
four-fifths period at sea during the time claimed. 

102. Lighthouse tendors. —Seiwice performed in the sea-going steam 
vessels of the Trinity House, of the Commissioners of Northern Light¬ 
houses, or of the Commissioners of Irish Lights, or in Irish and Scotch 
Fishery Cruisers, will be acc^epted as sea service for the purpose of qual¬ 
ifying a candidate for c‘xaniinatiou for a home-trade passenger ship cer¬ 
tificate; but for a foreign-going (*ertificato a c.andidate must show' in ad¬ 
dition to this seiTice calculated in accordance with rule 77 at least twelve 
months in an ordinary trading vessel. In order to qualify a cundidate 
for an ordinary certificate, this twelve months must have been perform* 
ed in a square-rigged Hailing vosael. (See rule i^.) 
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• 103. Service in Royal Navyi —Officers of the Royal Navy are at lib¬ 
erty to apply for certificates of service and to be examined for certificates 
of competency in the Mercantile Marine, but the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty have directed that the applications of officers on the 
active list should be made through their coininanding officers, and that 
the applications of officers ou half-pay should he made to the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, who, in either case, will forward the application to 
the Board of Trade. In the c'use of Royal Indian ilariiie officers, appli¬ 
cations for (‘priitioutes of service should he made on a printed form Exn. 
18, which will he supplied free of charj^e on application to the Director 
of the Royal Indian Marine. Apjdieants on duly in India should sub¬ 
mit their claims to the Director for transmission to the Government of 
India and the India Office. Officers on leave in Knglaiid should submit 
their claims to the India Office ou the printed form which may be ob¬ 
tained from that ofUce, 

The conditions on which eertificates of service are issued are stated 
in rule G9. 

104. Qualifications required of Naval and Indian Marine OfRcorSt^— 

Ollicers of the Royal Navy or of the Royal Indian Marine who wish to be 
examined for certificates of comp#‘tcii(*v in the Mercantile Marine will be 
required to pn)ve the following servi<*H; and if an officer wishes to obtain 
the ordinary certificate for foreign-going ships he must prove that at least 
twelve months of this i*equired period was sciwed under sail alone: — 

(a) For second Male. The ()fti(;t»i‘ must prove four year’s service at 

sea. 

(b) For only Mate. Five years’ service at sea. 

(c) For First Mate or Master. The officer must prove that he has 

attained the rank of lieutenant in the Royal Navy, or in the 

Royal Indian Marine. 

105. Service in Royal Naval Reserve.— Lieutenants, sub-lieutenants, 
and acting sub-lieutenants of the R<»yal Naval Reserve who perforin sea 
service on hoard ITis Majesty’s ships, will, if ac(*oinpanied by a good re¬ 
port, be allowed to count sucdi service as if it had been performed in 
foreign-going mereliants ships, and the service will rank according to the 
certificate of competency held by tlie candidate at the time. 

The time spent in Reriudical Training in the Royal Naval Reserve 
on board sea-going vessels of the Royal Navy, if accompanied by a good 
report, will be accepted in full, but in the case of midshipmen, will not 
count as officer’s service. In the case of service in Harbour ships of the 
Royal or Colonial Navies, only one-half of the time will be accepted as 
sea service, and no su(di service must amount to more than one-fourth of 
the time required for the particular grade of certificate applied for. 

CHARTER IV. 

Conduct of the examination, 

106. The examinations will begin at 10 a.m. on each day. A regular 
luncheon interval will be given each day between 1 r.M. and 2 p.m., the 
viva voce and practical parts of the examination being taken at such 
times as may be couvenieiil. The time allotted for each written part of 
the examination for each grade of certificate will be as follows: — 

Second Mate. —Raper on Navigation * and Nautical Astronomy, 3 
hours; Nautical Astronomy and Trigonometry, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 
hours; Essay 1 hour. 

Ftiist oh only Mate. —Raper on Navigation and Nautical Astron¬ 
omy, 3 hours; Nautical Astronomy and Trigonometry, 2 hours; Chart 
'work, 3 hours; Sumner pniblem, 2 hours; Meteorology paper, IJ hours. 

Master.— Raper on Navigation and Nautical Astronomy, 3 hours; 
Nautical Astronomy and Trigonometry, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 hours; 
Meteorology paper, IJ hours; Compass Deviation, hours; Naval Ar¬ 
chitecture, hours; Essay, 2 hours. 

Home Trade Mate. —Arithmetic paper, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 hours. 

Home Trade Master.— Arithmetic, paper, 2 hours; Chart work, 3 
hours; Nautical Astronomy and Deviation (luestions, 3 hours. 

107. Candidates to be punctual. —Candidates are required to appear 
at the examination room punctually at the time appointed. 

108. Loose paper and books removed. —Before commencing the ex¬ 
amination the tables or desks must be (deared of all scraps of paper or 
books that are not used in the examination. 

109. No strangers admitted. —No phrson will be allowed in the room 
during the examination other than those whose duties require them to 
be present. 

No instructors will be allowed on the premises. ' 
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110. Books and papers strictly forbiddenr-^Candidat^^A are prohib¬ 
ited from brinj^in^: into the examination room hooks or papers of any 
kind whatever. Tho slijjrhtest infriii^oment of this rule will subject the 
offender to all the penalties of a failure, and he will not be allowed to 
present himself for re-exainination for a period of three months, 

111. All, work to be shown. —No candidate will be allowed to work 
out his problems on waste paper, or to write on the blottinj; paper supplied 
for his use in the examination. Violation of this rule will subject the 
candidate to all the penalties of a failure. 

A sheet of blottin^^ paper should be issued to each candidate with the 
first examination paper, and it must he returned to the examiner when 
the last paper is completed eu<‘h day. The Examiner will he careful to 
see that the blotting paper has not been used hy the candidate in solving 
his problems, or for conveying information to other candidates. 

112. InstrumentSi Books, etc., are provided. —All instruments, books, 
etc., necessary for use in the examinations are supplied by the Ix)eal 
(Government. 

113. Leaving room or building.--No (‘andidate may leave the ex¬ 
amination room without permission a*nd without giving up the paper on 
which he is engaged. Under no circumstances will a candidate be allowed 
to leave the buibling while the examination is proceeding. Violation 
of this rule will subject the <*andidate to all tho penalties of a failure. 

114. Copying, etc., to be prevented. —Candidates should he so placed 
as to prevent one copying from the other, and no communication what¬ 
ever between the i*andidates should bo allowed, 

115. Penalty for Copying, etc. —In the (tvent of any candidate being 
discovered referring to any hook <)r ])a})er, or <’opying from another, or 
affording any assistance or giving any information to another, or com¬ 
municating in any way with another, during the time of examination, 
or copying any part of the i)roblems for the jiurpose of taking them out 
of the examination rooms he will subject himself to all the penalticwS of 
a failure and will not he allowed to be examined for a period of six months. 

A candidate guilty of a second ofteno(‘ will not be allowed to he ex¬ 
amined until 12 months have elapsed. 

110. Injury to books, Instrument, etc. —If a (candidate defaces, blots, 
writes in, or otherwise injures any book or form belonging to the Local 
(jrovernment, his papers will be n^tained tin til he has replaced the dam- 
aged book or document. He will not he allowed to remove the damaged 
book or document or instruments and will be subjected to all the penal¬ 
ties of a failure. 

117. Silence. —Perfect silence is to be presei*ved in the examination . 
room. 

118. Penalty for breach of rules. —Any candidate violating any of 
the regulations, or being guilty of insolence to the Examiner, or of dis¬ 
orderly or improper con duet in or about the room, will render himself 
liable to the postponement of his examination, or, if he has passed, to the 
detention of his certificate for su(*h period as the Jjocal (Government may 
direct. 

119. Examination papers: how to be dealt with. —The examin¬ 
ation papers of candidates must in all cases be sent to the Port OfiBcer 
for his approval, together with the report of the examination on the 
forms Exn. 14 and Exu. 34. 

120. Examination in Navigation, —Tlie whole of the written portion 
of the examination will he taken on the marks system. The candidate 
will he furnished with sheets of the blank ruled paper (Exn. 30) which 
is supplied for the purpose, with instructions that he is to work or write 
only on one side of the paper, and to answer in a clear and legible hand 
each of the questions on the pajicr, and to coinnionce each answer by 
writing down the number of the (iiicstion to wliich it relates in the mar¬ 
gin. Marks will be allotted for each question, and candidates will be re¬ 
quired to obtain 75 per cent, of the total murks in order to pass for an 
Ordinary Certificate. Papers will not he handed back to candidates 
for correction. 

121. Compass Deviation. —In answering questions on tbe tentative 
method of compass adjustment, the candidate will he tested by Beall's 
Compass Deviascope. 

122. Barometer, tides, Ao. —The exuniinutinn on the barometer, 
thermometer, and hydrometer, prevailing winds and currents of the globe, 
\rade, routes, and tides, will be conducted orally, and the questions asked 
by the examiner, which will he constantly varied, will be confined to 
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and* based on the inf’orniaiioii in the text-hooka mentioned in Ap¬ 

pendix J; candidates will he reijuired to have a fair and intelligent 
knowledge*of the coiitejits of those books. 

Itid. 86Xtftntk uttontfoii should be paid to the sextant, 

the examination in whi di will he conducted orally and practically. 
Every candidate will he rc([uirt‘d to measure both vertical and horizon¬ 
tal angles, aiul will he examined priudically as to his knowledge of the 
adjustments and the use of the various s(‘rews; he must be able to read 
correctly on and <dV the arc, and must also be able to find the index error 
bo,tli by the horizon and by the sun. 

rJ4. Corrections by tableSi^ —The eorreel ions by inspection of tables 
given in some of the works on navigation will not b(» allowed; every cor¬ 
rection must a])])car on the ])apers of the eaudidates.

ing the (diart questions, it Avill usually he suffieieut if the 
candidate works throughout with the nearest degree of dev¬ 
iation taken from the deviation card; and even in cases where 
the deA'iatioiis may vary hut little, the nearest half degree 
used througliout will ])e sufficiently precise.

127. Supplementary viva voce. —Candidates Avill be examined orally 
as to their knoAvledge of all their written and worked papers, 

128. No candidate to be examined twice in a week.— A candidate will 
not he alloAA’ed to undergo examination twice in, the same week, unless, 
under very spetdal and urgent einuimstauees, the Examiner should see 
fit to relax this rule. In that ease a special set of problems should be 
supplied to the candidate.

APPEMOtX C. 

(iSiee llules 28 and 64.) 

Examination in Sionalung. 

The examination in Signalling should in all cases and for nil grades commence 
with an examination in the International Code and be followed by an examination 
in the Allied Signal Manual, includiiig Morse Flushing, Flagwaving and Semn- 
pliore. 

Inirriidfional Code. —Examiners are recommended to frame the examination 
in the International Code of Signals, upon the instructions and illustrations given 
at the commencement of Parts I and II of the Signal Book. The information there 
given will bo found sufficient to indicate all the characteristics of the Code. 

By the form of the hoist, an observer can at sight understand the nature of 
any signal he sees Hying; the examination should, therefore, tend to elicit n clear 
knowledge of all the distinctive features of the Code. 

With this object in view, the examiners should question the candidates ns to 
the distinguishing forms of the respective hoists, which will bo indicated according 
ns a burgee, a pennant, or a square Hug is upporimist, and also witfi regard to the 
number of Hugs, and the position of the Code flag when used in the hoist; making 
the 1, *2, and 4 flag signals with the flags supplied for the purpose, and varying 
the signals made, showing 2 and 3 flag signals, with and without the Code flag 
included, or a Geographical or a Vocubualry signal, the name of a merchant ship 
or of a sfiip of war. 

As tfie two latter signals would not bo found in the Signal Book, the candidate 
Bhould know where to find them and how to look them out. 

The candidate should:—(a) Bo able to read a signal at sight, so far as to name 
the flags composing the hoist, (h) Know the use of the Code pennant and of the 
pennants C and D, ** Yes and “ No/' also of the two burgees A and B, and the 
square flags S and P, and the flags used to indicate cholera, plague, etc., on bfjard, 
and the quarantine flag, (f) Bo required to signal some word or words not included 
in the vocabulary of the Code either by letters or by the Spelling Table (page 516) 
or both, (d) Have a knowledge of the Distant Signals, and of their object, and 
the different modes of signalling therewith, (e) Know the special Morse signals 
indicated by certain letters as given on page 550. (/) Have a good knowledge of 

the Distress Signals and understand the penalty which may bo incurred by their 
improper use. 

The International Code is used on board His Majesty’s ships, and it has been 
adopted by all the principal Maritime Powers for their public as well as merchant 
ship.s. 

Allied Signal Mnnunl. —Candidates will be expected to know the meaning of 
any or all of the single flag signals given therein, and the significations of the 
Pilot Jack when incorporated in a hoist. They should also be required to make 
or read from the Pilot Jack table a hoist given by the Examiner. Candidates 
need not be expected to commit the Pilot Jack table to memory, but there should be 
no hestitation whatever in making or reading a signal. They should also know how 
to recognise any of the Special Signals given at the end of the Allied Signal 
Manual. 

^lorse Flashingj Flagwaving and Semaphore ,—Candidates for the voluntary 
examination in signalling will be required to attain a minimum speed of 12 words 
a minute in semaphore, 10 words a minute in Morse flashing and 6 words a minute 
in Morse flagwaving (the average length of a word being taken as 5 letters). 

(’andidatcH for other certificates will only be required to attain a speed of 6 
words a minute in Morse flashing and 5 words a minute in Morse flagwaving and 
10 words a minute in Semaphore. 

In the ordinary examination, it will be sufficient if in Morse flashing a candi¬ 
date is given a test card and a spelling message of 10 words, in Morse flagwaving 
a spelling message of 10 words, and in Bemap^ore a spelling message of 25 words. 

In the voluntary examination in signalling, the Semaphore test will be a spell¬ 
ing message of 50 words. 

The Morse, flashing and flagwaving test will be a test message (see Allied 
Signal Manual) followed by a spelling meaaage of 26 words, * 
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The cundidates must attain a dep;rGe of apcuracy of at least 90 per cent, both in 
making and reading in each mctlmd, Flashing, Flagwaving and Semaphore. 

In the examination in Morse flashing and flagwaving the candiduto should ho 
first required to make a test message, followed by a spelling message of 2/) words. 
The examiner should then make a test mcs<sage, followed by a spelling message of 
25 words to bo read by tlie candidate. . 

The same procudur%i must be observed in tho Semaphore exuiuhiution, except 
that, as a test message is not given, the candidate will be required to make a spell¬ 
ing message of 50 words and tlien to read a message of 50 words made by the 
Examiner. Tho Semapliore messages may be mode eitlier by hand flags or 
mechanical Semaphore or both at tho discretion of the Examiner. 

In tiie Morse flashing and flagwaving examination, marks will bo allotted for 
the test message in tho proportion of 50-78 of a mark for each correct letter (see 
table at back of test card), end for the spelling message 2 marks for each correct 
word or group of figures. The (candidate must for a pass gain an aggregate of at 
least 90 per cent, of the maximum mark.s in both spelling and test messages. 

In tho Semaphore examination 2 marks will be allotted for each correct word 
und 90 per cent, of the maximum must bo obtained for a pass. 

The spelling message is left to the discretion of tho Examiner, and may be a 
passage from any book or newspaper in English. When the passage eontains 
figures and the candidate does in>t choose to .'•pdl them out, the Examiner should 
see that the proper signs are made before and after the figures. 

The mo.s.sngo a.s read by the candidate should be taken down by another candi¬ 
date where pos.sihlp, otherwise by u clerk, or other person according as the Exam¬ 
iner may deem expedient. 

Candidates should bo thoroughly tested in the vnriems signs and the procedure 
of calling up, sending and unsa'ering a signal, ns laid down in the Allied Signal 
Manual, and this course should always be strictly adhered to. 

Particular attention should be paid by Examiners to the accurate spacing of 
the Morse signs, ami to the intervals between letters and words, both in flashing and 
flagwaving. and also to the correct making cif the Semaphore signs. Any attempted 
increase of speed at the expense of accuracy should be discouraged. 

Tho block letter test and sjxdling message as rend by tho candidate should be 
fora’anled on the Form Exn. 19o, together with the percentage of marks allotted 
and report on tho Form Kxn. 19?^ to the Principal Examiner, with any remarks 
the Examiner may liave to a<ld with respect to the oxamiiiation.

1. ORDEK IN COUNCIL OF OCTOBER 13, 1910. 

ScHKDULK r. 

rreliinwfiry. 

These Rules shall be followed by all vessels upon the high sons and in all waters 
connected therewith navigable by sea-going vessels. 

In the following Rules every .steam vessel which is under sail and not under 
steam is to he considered a sailing vessel, and every vessel under steam, w^hether 
under sail or not, is to he considered a steam vessel. 

Tho word “steam vessel” shall include any vessel propelled by machinery. 

A vessel is “under way” within the meaning of these Rules, when ho is not 
at anchor, or made fast to the shore or aground. 

Jinif.s voncej'nintj light.etc. 

The word “visible” in these Rules, when applied to lights, shnll menu visible 
on a dark night with n clear atmosphere. 

Article 1. The rules concerning lights shall b*' complied with in all weathers 
from sunset to sunrise and during such timo no other lights which may be mifr 
taken for the prescribed lights shall be exhibited. 
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Article 2. A steam vessel wlien under way shall carry: — 

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a foremast, then in 
•the fore part of the vessel, at a height above the hull, of not less than 
20 feet, and if the breadth of the vessel exceeds 20 feet, then at a 
height above the hull not less than such a breadth, so, however, that 
the light need not be carried at a greater height above the hull than 
40 feet, a bright white light so constructed us to show an unbroken 
light over an arc of the horison of 20 points of the compass, so fixed 
as to throw the light 10 points on each side of the vessel, vis.’, from 
light ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on cither side, ahd of such a 
character as to be visible at a distance of ut least 6 miles. 

(^) On the starboard side u green light so constructed ns to show an unbroken 
light‘over un arc of the horiaon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed 
as to throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam 
on the starboard side, and of such a character as to be visible at a 
distance of at least 2 miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed ns to sliow an unbroken 
light over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed 
as to throw the light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam 
on the port side, and of such a character as to be visible at n distance 
of at least two miles. 

{(!) The said green and red side-lights shall ho fitted with in-board screens 
projecting at least 3 feet forward from the light, so as to prevent 
these lights from being seen across the bow. 

(e, A steam vessel when under way may carry an additional white light 
similar in construction to the light montiuned in subdivision (a). 

These two lights shall be so placed in line with the keel that one shall 
be at least 15 feet higher than the other, and in such a position with 
reference to each other that the lower light shall he forward of the 
upper one. The vertical distance between these lights shall bo less 
than the horizontal distance. 

Article 3. A steam vessel when towing another vessel shall, in addition to her 
side-lights, carry two bright white lights in a vertical lino one over the other, not 
less than 0 feet apart, and when towing more than one vessed shall carry an 
additional bright white light 0 feet above or below such lights, if the length of the 
tow, measuring from the stern of the towing vessel to the stern of the last vessel 
towed, exceeds OWj fPet. E ach of these lights shall be of the same construction and 
character, and shall be carried in the same position as the white light mentioned 
in Article 2 (o), except the additional light, which may bo carried at a height of 
not less than 14 feet above the hull. 

Such steam vessel may carry a small white light ubuft the funnel or iiftermast 
for the vessel towed to steer by, but such light shall nut be visible forward ut the 
beam. 

Article 4. (a) A vessel which from any accident is not under command shall 

carry at the same height as the wdiite light mentioned in Article 2 (o), where they 
can best be seen, and, if a steam vessel, in lieu of that light, tw'o rod lights, in a 
vertical line one over the other, not less than 6 feet apart, and of such a character 
as to bo visible all round the horizon ut a distance of nt least 2 miles j and shall 
by day carry in a vertical line one over the other not less than 5 feet apart, where 
they can best he seen, tw'o black balls or shapes each 2 feet in diameter, 

(2;) A vessel employed in laying or in picking up a telegraph cable shall carry 
in the same position as the white light mentioned in Article 2 (a), and if a steam 
vessel, in lieu of that light, three lights in a vertical lino one over the other, not 
less than C feet apart. The highest and lowest of these lights .shall be rod, and 
the middle light slmll be w'hite, and they shall be of such a character as to be 
visible all round the horizon, at a distance of at least 2 miles. By day she shall carry 
in a vertical line one over the other, not loss than 6 feet apart, wdiere they can best 
be seen, three shapes not less than 2 feet in diameter, of which the highest and 
low'cst shall be globular in shape and red in colour, and the middle one diamond in 
shape and white. 

(r) The ves.scl referred to in this Article when not making way through the 
water, shall not carry the side-lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

(d) The lights and shapes required to be shown by this Article are to be taken 
by other vessels us signals that the vessel showing them is not under command 
and cannot therefore get out of the way. 

These signals are not signals of vessels in distress and requiring assistance. 

Such signals are contained in Article 31. 

Article 5. A sailing vessel under way, and any vessel being towed, shall carry 
the same lights as are prescribed by Article 2 for a steam vessel under way, w’ith 
the exception of the white lights mentioned therein, which they shall never carry. 

Article 6. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels undor way during the bad 
weather, the green and red side-lights cannot be fixed, these lights shall bo kept 
at hand lighted and ready for use, and shall, on the approach of of to other 
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veBsels, be exhibited on their respective sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, 
in such manner as to make them most visible, and so that the green light shall not 
be seen on the port side nor the red light on the starboard side, nor, if practicable, 
more than 2 points abaft the beam on their respective sides. 

To make the use of^these portable lights more certain and easy, the lanterns 
containing them shall each bo painted outside with the colotir of the light they 
respectively contain, and shall be provided with proper screens. 

Article 7. Bteam vessels of less than 40, and vessels under ours or sails of less 
than 20 tons gross tonnage, respectively, and rowing boats, when under way, shall 
not bo obliged to carry the lights mentioned in Article 2 (a), (h) and (c) but if they 
do not carry them they shall be provided with the following lights: — 

1. Steam vessels of less than 40 tons shall carry: — 

(o) In the forepart of the vessel, or on or in front of the funnel, where it 
can best be seen, and at a height above the gunwale of not less than 
9 feet a bright white light constructed and fixed as prescribed in 
Article 2 (a) and of such a character as to be visible at a distance of 
at least 2 miles. 

({;) Green and red side-lights constructed and fixed as prescribed in Article 2 
(b) and (c) and of such character as to be visible at a distance of at 
least u mile, or a combined lantern showing a green light and a red 
light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on their respective 
sides. Such lanterns shall bo carried not less than 3 feet below the 
white light. 

2. Small steamboats, such as are carried by sea-going vessels, may carry the 
white light at a less height than 9 feet above the gunwale, but it shall be curried 
above the combined lantern, mentioned in subdivision 1 (6). 

3. Vessels under oars or sails, of less than 20 tons, shall have ready at hand 
a lantern with a green glass on one side and a red glass on the other, which on 
the approach of or to other vessel shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent 
collision, so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side nor the red light 
on the starboard side. 

4. Rowing boats, whether under oars or sail, shall have ready at hand a lan¬ 
tern showing a white light, which shall be temporarily exhibited in sufficient time to 
prevent collision. 

The vessels referred to in this Article shall not bo obliged to carry the lights 
prescribed by Article 4 (a) and Article 11, last paragrai^h. 

Article 8. Pilot-vessels, when engoged on their station on pilotage duty, shall 
not show the lights required for other vessels, but shall carry a white light at the 
masthoad, visible all round the horizon, and shall also exhibit flare-up lights on 
Uarc-up lights at short intervals, which shall never exceed fifteen minutes. 

On the near approach of or to other vessels they shall have their side-lights 
lighted, ready for use, and shall flush or show* them at short intervals, to indicate 
the direction in which they are heading, but the green light shall not be shown 
on the port side, nor the red light on the starboard side. 

A x>ilot-vessel of such a class as to be obliged to go alongside of a vessel to put 
a pilot on board, may show the w'hite light instead of carrying it at the ma.slhcad 
and may, instead of the coloured lights above mentioned, have at hand ready fur 
use a lantern W'ith a green glass on the one side and a red glass on the other, to 
be used as prescribed above. 

A steam pilot-vessel exclusively employed for the service of pilots licensed or 
certified by any pilotage authority or the Committee of any pilotage district, when 
engaged on her station on pilotage duty and nut at anchor, shall, in addition to 
the lights required for all pilot boats, carry at a distunoe of eight feet below her 
white masthead light a red light visible all round the horizon and of such a charac¬ 
ter as to be visible on a dark night with a clear atmosphere at a distance of at 
least tw'o miles, and also the coloured side-lights required to be carried by vessels 
when under way. 

When engaged on her station on pilotage duty and at anchor she shall carry, 
in addition to the lights required for all pilot boats, the red light above mentioned, 
but not the coloured side lights. 

Pilot-vessels, when not engaged on their station on pilotage duty, shall carry 
lights similar to those of other vessels of their tonnage. 

Article 9.*tFishing-vessels and fishing-boats, when under way and when noi 
required by this Article to carry or show the lights hereinafter specified, shal 
carry or show the lights prescribed for vessels of their tonnage under way. 

(a) Open boats, by which it is to be understood boats not protected from tht 
entry of sea water by moans of a continuous deck, when engaged in any fishinf 
at night with outlying tackle extending not more than 150 feet horizontally fron 
the bout into the seaway sliall carry one all-round white light.

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Open’^boats, when fisliiiig at night with outlying tackle extending more than 
150 feet horiaontally from the boat into the seaway, shall carry one all round 
white light, and in additlDii, on approaching or being approached by other ve^ls, 
shall show a second white light at least 3 feet below the first light and at a horiaon* 
tal distance of ut least 5 feet away from it in the direction in which the outlying 

tackle is attached. . . . ' 

{h)X Vessels luul boats, except upon open boats as defined in subdivision (o), when 
fishing with drift-nets shall, so long as the nets are wholly or partly in the water, 
curry two white lights where they can best bo seen. Such lights shall be placed 
so that the vertical distance between them shall be not less than 6 feet, and not 
more than 15 feet, and so that the horiasontal distance between them, measured in 
a line with the keel, shall bo not less than 5 feet and not more than 10 feot. The 
lower of those two lights shall be In the direction of the nets, and both of them .shall 
be of such a character os to show nil round the horixon and to be visible at a dis¬ 
tance of nut less tlian 3 miles. 

AVithin tho Mediterranean Sea and in the seas bordering the coasts of Japan 
and Koreat .sailing fishing vcs.sels of less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not ho 
obliged to carry the lower of the.se two lights; should they however, not carry it, 
they shall show in tho same position (in the direction of the net or gear) a white 
light, risible at a distance of not less than one sea mile, on the approach of or to 
other vessels. 

(c) Vessels and boats, except open boats as defined in subdivision («), when line¬ 
fishing with their lines out and attached to or hauling their lines, and when not 
at anchor or stationary within tho meaning of subdivision {h), shall carry the 
same lights as vessels fishing with drift-nets. When shooting lines, or fishing with 
towing lines, they shall carry tho lights prescribed for a steam or sailing ves.scl 
under way, respectively. 

Within the Mediterranean Sea and in the seas bordering the coasts of Japan 
and Korea? sailing fishing vessels of Ic.ss than 20 tons gro.ss tonnage Khali not bo 
obliged to carry the lower of the.se two lights; should they, however, not carry it. 
they shall show in the same position (in the direction of the lines) a white light, 
visible at a distance of not less than one sea mile, on the approach of or to other 
vesscl.s. 

(d) Ve.sRcls, when engaged in trawling by which is meant the dragging of an 
apparutu.s along the bottom of the sea— 

1. Jf steam vessels, shall carry, in the same position as the white light 

mentioned in Article 2 (u) a tricoloured lantern so constructed and 
fixed as to show a white light from right ahead to two points on en<di 
bow and a green light and a rod light over an arc of the hurisnn from 
two 1)01 nts on eatdi bow to two points abaft the beam on tbe starboard 
and port sides, respectively; and not less than 0 nor more than 12 feet 
below the tricoloured lantern a white light in a lantern, so constructed 
as to show a clear, iinform and unbroken light all round' the horizon. 

2. If sailing ve.ssels shall carry a white light in a lantern, .so con.strncted 

as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light all round the horixun, 
and shall also, on the approach of or to other vessels, show where it 
cun best bn seen a white fiare-up light or torch in sufficient .time to 
prevent collision.

(f) Kishing-vessels and fishing-bouts may at any time use a flare-up light in 
addition to the lights which they a*re by this Article required to carry and show, 
and they may also u.so working lights. 

(u) Kvery fishing-vessel and every fishing-boat under 150 feet in length, when 
at unchcr, sjiull exhibit a white light visible all round the horizon at a distance 
of at least one mile. 

Kvery fishing-vessel of 160 feet in length or upwards, when at anchor, shall 
exhibit a white light visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least one 
mile, and shall exhibit a second light as provided for vessels of such length by 
Article ii. 

Should any such vessel, whether under 150 feet in length, or^of 150 feet in 
length or upwards, be attached to a net or other fi.shing gear, she shall on tho 
approach of other vessels show an additional white light at least 3 foot below the 
anchor light, and at a horizontal distance of at least 5 feet away from it in the 
dire<‘tion of tho net or gear. 

(h) If a vessdl or boat when fishing becomes stationary in consequence of her 
gear getting fast to a rock or other obstruction, she shall in daytime haul down the

[See suh(livi.sion (d), and the 
last paragraph of Article 15,1 * 

(t) In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain-storms, drift-net vcssids attached 
to i^eir nets, and vessels when trawling, dredging, or fishing with any kind of 
dredgo-net, and vessels line-fishing with their linos out, shall, if of tons gross 
tonnage or upwards, respectively, at intervals of not more than one minute, make 
a blast, if steam vessels, with the whistlo or siren, and if sailing vessels, with the 
fog-horn ; each blast to be followed by ringing the bell. Fishing vessels and boats 
of less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged to give the abovemeutioned 
signals; but if they do not, they shall make some other efficient sound signal ut 
intervals of not more than one minute, 

(It) All vessels or boats fishing with nets or lines or trawls, when under way, 
shall in daytime indicate their occupation, to an approaching vessel by displaying 
a basket or other efficient signal where it ran best be seen. If vessels or boats at 
anchor have their gear out they shall, on the approach of other vessels, show the 
same signal on the side on which those vessels can pa.ss. 

l^ie vessels required by this Article ip carry or show the lights hereinbefore 
specified shall not be obliged to carry the li&hts prescribed by Article 4 (a), and the 
lust i>arugraph of Article 11. I 

Article 10. A vessel which is being overtaken by another shall show from her 
stern to such last-mentioned vessel a w'hite light or a fiare-up light. 

The w'hito light required to be shown by this Article may bo fixed and carried 
in a lantern, but in such case the lantern shall be so constructed, fitted, and 
screened that it shall throw an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 12 
points of the compass, viz., for 0 points from right aft on each side of the vessel, 
so as to be visible at a distance of at least 1 mile. Such light shall he carried as 
nearly us practicable on the same level as the side-lights. 

Article 11. A vessel under 15() feet in length, when at uifchor ,shall carry 
forward, where it can best be seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above 
the hull, a wdiite light in a lantern so constructed as to show' a clear, uniform and 
unbroken light visible all round the horizon at a distance of ut least 1 mile. 

A vessel of 150 feet or upwards in length, when at anchor, shall carry in the 
forward part of the vessel, at a height of not less than 20, and not exceeding 40, 
feet above the hull, one such light, and at -or near the stem of the vessel, and at 
such a height that it shall bo not less than 15 feet lower than the forward light, 
another such light. 

The length of the vessel shall be deemed to be the length appearing in her 
certifieate of registry. 

A vessel aground in or near a fairw'ay shall carry the above light or lights and 
the tw'o red lights prescribed by Article 4 (a). 

Article 12. Every vessel may, if necessary in order to attract attention, iji 
addition to the lights whicli she is by these Rules required to carry, show' a flare- 
up light or use any detonating signal that cannot be mistaken for a distress signal 
Article K). Nothing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of an:,' 
special rules made by ttho Government of any nation with respect t^j additional 
station and signal lights for tw'o or more shii>a of war or for vessels sailing undei 
convoy, or with the exhibition of recognition signals adopted by ship-owuiors, w'hich 
have been authorised by their respective Governments and duly registered and 
published. 

Article 14. A steam vessel proceeding under sail only, bnt having her funne 
up, shall carry in daytime, forw'ard, where it can best he seen, one black bull or 
shape 2 feet in diameter. 


Sound-signals for Fog, eic. 

Article 15. All signals prescribed by this Article for vessels under way shall 
be given — 

1. By “steam vessels** on the whistle or siren. • 

2. By ** sailing vessels and vessels towed ** on the fog-horn. 

The words “prolonged bloat’* used in this Article shall mean a blast of from * 
4 to (5 seconds’ duration. ^ 

A steam vessel shall bo provided wdth an efficient whistle or siren, sounded by 
steam or some substitute for steam, so placed that the sound may not be 
intercepted by any obstruction, and with an efficient fog-horn, to Iw s^uinded by 
mechanical means, and also with an efficient hell.* A sailing vessel of 20 tons 
gross tonnage or upwards shall be provided with a similar fog-horn and bell. 

In fog, mist falling snow, or heavy rain-storms, whether by day or niglit, the 
signals described in this Article shall be used as follow*8, viz.: — 

(a) A steam vessel having way upon her, shall sound, at intervals of not more 
than 2 minutes, a prolonged blast. 

* In all oAues where th4 rules require s bfiU to be used a drum may bo subBtltuted on board Turkish 
veiaola, or n sons where aueh articles are used on boerd small sea-golna vessels. 
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(b) A steam vessel under wuy, but stopped and having no way upon her, shall 

sound, at intervals of not more than 2 minutes, two prolonged blasts, 
with an interval of about 1 second between them. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall soiyid, at intervals of not more than 

I minute, when on tno starboard tack one blast, when on the port tack 
two blasts in .succession, oud when with the wind abaft the beam three 
blasts in sucession. 

(<i) A vessel, when at anchor, shall, at intervals of not more than 1 minute, 
ring the boll rapidly for about 5 seconds. 

{e) A vessel, when towing a vessel employed in laying or picking up a tele¬ 
graph cable, and a vessel under way, which is unable to get out of the 
way of an approaching vessel through being not under command, or 
unable to manwurvo as required by these Rules, shall, instead of the 
signals prescribed in subdivisions (a) and (c) of this Article, at intervals 
of not more than 2 minutes, sound three blasts in succession, viz.: one 
prolonged blast followed by two short blasts. A vessel towed may give 
this signal and she shall not give any other. 

Sailing vessels and boats less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged to 
give tlie abovemontioned signals, but it they do not, they shall make some other 
efficient sound-signal at intervals of not more than 1 minule.t 

Speed of ships to he Moderate in Fog^ etc» 

Article 16. Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rain storms, 
go at a moderate speed, having careful regard to the existing circumstances and 
conditions. 

A steam vessel bearing, apparently forward of her beam, the fog-signal of a 
vessel the position of which is not ascertained, shall, so far as the circuni.stnncos of 
the case admit, stop her engines, and then navigate with caution until danger of 
collision is over. 


STXEBtKQ AND SAILING RtTl^KB. 

Preliminary—Pisk of Collision. 

Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit, he ascertained by carefully 
W'atching the compass bearing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing does not 
appreciably change, such risk should bo deomed to exist. 

Article 17. When two sailing vessels are approaching one another, so as to 
involve risk of collision, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, as 
follows, viz.: — 

(а) A ves.sel which is running free shall keep out of the way of a vessel 

wliich is close-hauled. 

(б) A vessel w'hich is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way of 

a vessel which is close-hauled on the starboard tack. 
f (c) When both are running free, with the wind on different sides, the vessel 

which has the wind on the port side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

{d) When both are running free, with the wind on the same side, the vessel 
which is to windward shall keep out of the way of the vessel which is to 
leeward. 

(e) A vessel which ha.s the wind aft shall keep out of the w*ay of the other vessel. 

Article 18. When two steam vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end on, so 
as to involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each 
may pass on the port side of the other. 

This Article only applies to cases whore vessels are meeting end on, or nearly 
end on, in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not 
apply to two vessels which must, if both keep on their respective courses, 
pasi^ clear of each other. 

The only cases to which it does apply are when each of the two vessels is end 
on, or nearly end on, to the other; in other words, to cases in which, by 
day, each vessel sees the masts of the other in a line, or nearly in a line, 
with her own; and, by night, to cases to which each vessel is in such a 
position as to see both the side lights of the other. 

It does not apply, by day, to eases in which a vessel sees another tihead crossing 
her own course; or by night, to cases where the red light of one vessel is 
opposed to the red light of the other, or where the green light of one 
vessel is opposed to the green light of the other, or where a red light 
without a green light, or a green light without a red light, is seen ahead 
or where‘both gre^n and red lights are seen anywhere but ahead. 

Biesm pilot-veMelf, when enSAged on theb itsUon on pUotago duty in fog, mUt, falling snow, 
n stornui are roQuired to make at Intervals of 2 minutes at most one long Mast •with ttie siren 
erl second by a long blast with the steam whistle and again after 1 aecond by a long biaai

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Article 10. When two steam vessels are crossinf;, bo as to involve risk of colli¬ 
sion, the vessel which has the other on her own Kturboard side shell keep 
out of the way of the other. , 

Article 20. When a steam vessel and a sailing vessel are proceeding in such 
directions as to involve risk of collision, the steam vessel shall keep out of the way 
of the sailing vessel. 

Article 21. Where by any of these Rules one of two vessels is to keep out of the 
way, the other shall keep her course and speed. 

Note, —^When, in consequence of thick weather or other causes, such vessel finds 
herself so close that collision cannot be avoided by the action of the giving-way 
vessel alone, she also shall take such action as will best aid to avert collision. 
(£^ee Articles 27 and 29.) 

Article 22. Every vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the 
way of another vessel shall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing 
ahead of the other. 

Article 23. Every steam vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of 
the way of another vessel shall on approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed 
or stop or reverse. • 

Article 24. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, every vessel, 
overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way of the overtaken vessel. 

Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any direction more than two 
points abaft her beam, i.e., in such a position, with reference to the 
vessel which she is overtaking that at night she would be unable to see 
either of that vessers side-lights, shall be deemed to be an overtaking 
vessel; and no subsequent alteration of the bearing between the two 
vessels shall make the overtaking vessel a crossing vessel within the 
meaning of these Rules, or relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of 
the overtaken vessel until she is finally past and clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know wdth certainty w'hcther 
she is forward or abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, 
if in doubt, assume that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out of the 
way. 

Article 25. In narrow channels every steam vessel shall, when it is safe and 
practicable, keep to that side of the fairway or mid-channel which lies on the star¬ 
board side of such vessel. 

Article 26. Sailing vessels under way shall keep out of the way of sailing 
vessels or boats fishing with nets, or lines, or trawls. This Rule shall not give to 
any vessel or boat engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fairway used by 
vessels otlier than fishing vessels or boats. 

Article 27. In obeying and construing those Rules, duo regard shall be had to 
all dangers of navigation and collision, and to any special circumstaiices which 
may render a departure from the above Rules necessary in order to avoid immediate 
danger. 


Sonnii Signah for VesseU in Sight of one another. 

Article 28. The words “ short blast used in this Article shall mean a blast of 
about one second’s duration. 

When vessels are in sight of one another, a steam vessel under way, in taking 
any course authorised or required by those Rules, shall iudtcaio that course by the 
following signals on her whistle or siren, viz.: — 

One short blast to mean, “ I am directing my course to starboard.” 

Two short blasts to mean, “ I am directing my course to port.” 

Three short basts to mean, “ My engines arc going full speed astern.” 

No Vessels under any circumstances to neglect proper Precautions, 

Article 29. Nothing in these Rules shall exonerate any vessel, or the owner, or 
master, or crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or 
signals, or of any neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any pre¬ 
caution which may be required by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special 
circumstances of the case. 

Beservation of Buies for Harbours ajid /nkind Navigation, 

^ Article 30. Nothing in these Rules shall interfere w'ith the operation of a 
special rule, duly made by local authority, relative to the navigation of any 
karbouF, river, or inland waten* 
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Diitreu Signal*,* 

Article !U. When a vessel is in distress and requires assistance from other, 
vessels or from the shore the following shall bo the signals to be used or displayed 
by her, either together or sepatutely, vi*.: — 

In the daytime— 

1. A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervals of about a minute. 

2. The International Code signal of distress indicated by NC. 

3. tThe distant signal, consisting of a square flag, having either above or 

below it a ball or any thing resembling a balL 

4. A continuous sounding with any fog«signal apparatus. 

At night— • 

1, A gun or other explosive signal fired at intervals of about a minute. 

2. Flames on the vessel (as from a burning tar-bar rely oil barrel, etc.). 

3, Rockets or shells, throwing stars of any colour or description, fired one at 

a time, at short intervals. 

4. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal apparatus.

In the daytime ,—The following Bignals, numbered 1, 2, 3 unU 4, when used or 
displayed together or separately, shall be deemed to be signals for a pilot in the 
daytime, viz.; — 

1. To be hoisted at the fore, the Union Jack, having round it a white border, 

one-fifth of the breadth of the flag; or- 

2. The International Code pilotage signal indicated by PT. 

3. The International Code Flag S, with or without the Code Pennant over it. 

4. The distant signal, consisting of a cone point upwards, having above it two 

balls or shapes resembling balls. 

, At night ,—The following signals, numbered 1 and 2, when used or displayed 
together or separately, shall be deemed to bo signals for a pilot at night, viz. — 

1. The pyrotechnic light, commonly known as a blue lights every fifteen 
minutes; or 

2. A bright white light, flashed or shown at short or frequent intervals just 

above the bulwarks, for about a minute at a time. 

If a master of vessel uses or displays, or causes or permits any person under his 
autjiority to use or display, any of the pilot signals for any other purpose than 
that of summoning a pilot or usee or causes or permits any person under his 
authority to use any other signal for a pilot, he shall for each offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding twenty pounds. [Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, section 616 (3).] 


• If a master of a veasol uses or displays, or causes or permits any person under his authority to use or 
display, any of Utose signals of distress, except In tlie case of a vessel odng In distress, he shall be liable to 
pay compensation for any labour undertaken, risk incurred, or loss sustained In conseauence of titat signal. 
Having been supposed to be a signal of diitreu, and that compensation may, without prejudice to any 
other remedy be recovered in tlic same manner in whloh salvage is recoverable. [Merohant Bhipidog Aet,

APPENDIX G. 

{See Rule 65.) 

Kxahinatiox of a Master or Mate in Steam. 

The examination is for the most part viva voce, and extends to a general 
knowledge of the practical use and working of steam engines and boilers, and of 
the various valves, fittings, and pieces of machinery connected with them and of 
the way iii which electric lighting is carried out on board ship. 

Candidates must: — 

(a) Know the names and understand the uses of the various parts of engines 

and boiler.s, and tiieir connecting pipes, valves, cocks, etc. 

(b) Have a thorough grasp of the construction of the steam engine and boiler, 

to enable thorn to understand the nature and importance of any defect 
which may bo reported to them by the Chief Engineer. 

(e) Have a looking-on knowledge of what the principal repairs about engines, 
boilers and pipes are, and how these repairs are accomplished. 

(d) Be able to form an independent opinion as to a breakdown, and the conse¬ 

quent propriety or impropriety of proceeding under steam with 
temporarily repaired or defective machinery. 

(e) Understand how to estimate approximately the reduction of fuel required 

for reduced speed, and be able to satisfy themselves as to the sufficiency 
of the coal on board for the voyage. 

(/) Have an intelligent grasp of tho general run of pipes and connections in 
the engine-room, the working of cocks, the opening and closing ^of cocks 
and valves, and know how mistakes of importaiice may bo made and 
Itow best to guard against such mistakes. 

(( 7 ) Be capable of being left in charge of the feeding of a sot of boilers, under¬ 
stand the working of the water gauge, and be able to guard against 
being misled by false indications of the gauge glass. 

, (h) Understand the operations of blowing down and surfacing, the reasons for 

suoh practices and tho danger which may result from the neglect of 
them in certain circumstances. 
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A Master or Mate presenting himself for examinatUm in steam must be under¬ 
stood to have made up for liis want of practical experience by reading about the 
steam engine. Ho ought, therefore, to show that ho intelligently understands- the 
rationale of its action. Under this head ho should bo able to state approximately 
the quanjiity of heat required in the formation of steam, the relation of “ latent" 
heat to “.sensible” heat, how uuu-h steam can be raised by the combustion of one 
pound of coal, what horse power measure is, what indicated horse-power is, what 
is the action of the slide valve, the course of the steam through the engine, the 
advantage of working expansively, and how the expansive action is shown by the 
indicator diagram. 

He should know the uses of the various parts of the engines ond dynamos used 
for electric lighting, and how they and the cables are fitted in the'hull; how wires 
are jointed, insulated and cased; why it is desirable that they should be led along 
places which are dry and accessible; what “short circuiting” is and what are the 
causes which produce it; what is its danger in coal bunkers and petroleum carrying 
steamers; what are the uses of switches and cut-outs, and why it is so important 
to prevent short circuiting taking place. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen out of twenty 
questions taken from the Elementary Questions (printed in Appendix C of the 
Kegulations relating to the Examination of Engineers: Exn. la) given on the 
sheets marked “ Steam, ” or questions similar to these. These questions will be 
altered from time to time without notice, Tlie twenty questions will not be 
difficult, theoretical, or book questions, but such as any man of ordinary capacity 
who has a fair amount of practical knowledge of the use of working of the steam- 
engine ought to answer. 

Examiners will require all candidates to fill up a form, Exn. 16b, and they will 
forward it to the Chief Examiner of Engineers with ilio report of the examination. 

Masters and Matos may cancel questions A, B and C but they should fill up 
the form for questions H, E, F and (r, as evidence of their practical knowledge. 

If a candidate refers to any hook, paper or memorandum, or obtains information 
from another candidate or any other persons during the examination, he will be 
treated as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and will not be allowed to be re¬ 
examined for a period of six months. 

The Examiners will report, in the case of failure, the nature of the question or 
questions that decided the failure, or the point in the management of the engines 
or boilers in which the candidate was deficient. 

Applicants for the voluntary examination need not necessarily have served on 
board steamships; all that is required is that they shall have a practical knowledge 
of the use and working of the steam engine. 

Practical knowledge is best gained in the engine-room; and the examination of 
an officer who docs not produce official evidence of service in steamships, and of 
experience of engines must necessarily be more searching than in the case of one 
who produces ovidenoo of such service and experience. 

The answers bo the Elementary Questions are frequently given by candidates as 
learned by rote from a book. Candidates should, therefore, be asked such vivd voce 
questions as will necessitate answers in different words, so as to discover whether 
they have the root of the matter in them. 

A large part of the viva voce examination should be conducted on board a 
steamer, preferably one with which the candidate is unacquainted. He should be 
told to look about and try to find out the arrangement of the machinery without 
assistance, and the Examiner should be in the engine-room to see that this inde¬ 
pendent examination is properly earned out. When the candidate reports that he 
thinks he knows the arrangement, the Examiner will question him on the uses of 
the parts, got him to point out the different cylinders, pumps, valves, condenser, 
etc.; also the dynamo, its field magnets, armature, commutators, brushes cables, etc. 
The candidaU^ must show that ho understands the run of the pipes in the bilges, 
not necessarily that he has gone over every one of them, but he ought to be directed 
to trace, at least, one important range of pipes, and to thoroughly satisfy the 
Examiner that ho could be safely trusted to manipulate the valves or cocks in 
connection therewith. It will not often be practicable for the candidate actually 
to work engines under steam, but he hiust satisfy the Examiner that he knows how 
to do so, and that he is aware of the precautions to be taken in regard to water in 
the cylinders, etc. It is most important that a candidate should show that, in the 
event of an accident depriving him of the assistance of Engineers, he knows what 
to do to safely take his vessel to an anchorage, or to stop the engines and proceed 
under sail alone. 

The examination of a Mate in steam is the same fis that of a Master. The 
knowledge required has no reference to the Mate’s position. 

The Mate may be examined, but such examination implies that the Mate may 
one day be a Master, when the possession of the knowledge will be an advantage to 
him in the discharge of his duties. 
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APPENDIX H. 

(i9ee Rule 24.) 

Sight Tebta. 

Details as to the conducts of the tests. 

These teste must be conducted under the strict personal supervision of the 
Examiner. A careful record must be kept of all mistakes made by the candidate 
both in the lorm vision test and in the colour vision test. 

Examiner must keep a record of all candidates passed by him for reference 
when required. 

1.—hETTKn Vision Tests. 

1. Latter teat to be passed first. —The first test which the candidate is required 
to undergo is the test for form vision, and until he has passed this test he must 
not be allowed to proceed further with the examination. 

2. Apparatus used. —-The letter test to be used for all candidates is that 
conducted on Snellens* principle by means of sheets of letters. 

3. Obleot of the test.— The object of the letter test is to determine whether 
the candidate can reach a sufficient standard of visual acuteness, or, in other words, 
to find out whether his eye sight is good or bad. 

4. Standard of vision required. —Every candidate for a first certificate of 
competency will be required to possess normal vision. With the exceptions 
indicated below (see paragraph 8), every candidate for a second or higher certificate 
will be required to possess normal vision. 

“ Normal vision * is defined, for the purpose of these Regulations, as ability to 
read correctly nine of the twelve letters in the sixth line and eight of tlie fifteen 
letters in the seventh line of a test sheet placed in a good light at a distance of 16 
feet from the eye. 

The candidate will have the option of using either oyo separately or both eyes 
together. 

5. 'SpeotaolM not allowed. —During the examination fur form vision candidates 
must not be allowed to use spectacles or glasses of any kind, or any other artificial 
aid to vision. 

6. Method of testing. —The test sheets should be hung on the wall, m u good 
light, but not in direct sunUghi, of a height of five or six feet from the ground. 
The candidate should be placed at a distance of exactly 16 feet from the sheets, 
and exactly opposite them. This distance should be carefully measured, and 
should never in any circumstance.s be varied. 

One of the sheets should then be exposed, and the candidate should be asked to 
read the letters on each sheet, beginning at the top and going dow’nwards. Any 
mistakes which he makes should be carefully noted. If then it is found that he 
has read correctly at least nine letters in the sixth lino and eight letters in the 
’Seventh line of a sheet, the candidate may be considered to have normal vision, and 
should be marked “passed” in the appropriate column of the form of application 
(Rxn. 2 or Kxn. 2A, as the case may be). 

7. Passing or failure. —•!{ at tho cf)n<;Iusion of the test the candidate is found 
to reach the required standard, he may be tx)nsidored to have passed, and the 
^examiner should proceed to test him for colour vision. If the candidate fails to 
reach the standard required for the certificate entered for, ho should be tested with 
at least four sheets, and the Examiner .should fill in a Form, Exn. 17b, and should 
forward it, with any remarks ho may wish to make, to the Principal Examiner for 
his instructions as to whether the candidate is to be regarded as passing or as 
failing in form vision. 

8. Lowsr standard required in certain oa8es>*~Clatididate8 who are in possession 
•of certificates obtained before January 1st, 1914, may be regarded as passing in 
form vision if they can read correctly with both eyes at least five of the eight 
letters in the fifth line of a tost sheet. 

9. Teats to be varied.— The Examiner should take care, by varying the order 
•of the test sheets and by every other means in his power, to guard against the 
possibility of any deception on the part of the candidate. 

10. Result of examination to be reported. —The result of every examination in 
form vision should be reported, in the case of a candidate for a certificate of com¬ 
petency, to Government on Form Exn. 2, and to the Port Officer on Form Exn. 14; 
and, in the case of a candidate for the sight teste only, to Government on Form 
»£xn. 5SA. 

II.— Lantern Test. 

11. Apporatue^A special lantern and a mirror have been provided for this 
test. The lanterns should be placed directly in front of the mirror, so that the 
.front part of the lantern is exactly ten feet from the mirror. Care should be 
tal^an that the lantern is properly placed, that is to say, the lights reflected in 
the mirn^ must show clearly when viewed through the. rectangular aperture on the 
left of toe lantern. The examiner should always aatis{y .himself that thero 
conditions are fulfilled before commencing the examination. 
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12. DftrilfiMt Btfaptation. — It essential that a candidate should he kept m a . 

room whi^h m either completely or partially darkened for at least a quarter of on 

hour before he is required to ujidergo this test. 

Before the exuinination commonces the Examiner must satisfy himself that the 
room in which it is conducted is so darkened as to exclude all daylight. 

13. Mathod of teatins. —The lantern supplied for the examination is so con¬ 
structed as to allow one large or two small lights to be visible, and is fitted with 
12 glasses ot three colours—red, w hite and green. At the commencement of the 
examination the Examiner sliould show to the candidate a series of lights through 
the large aperture, and should require him to name the colours ns they appear to 
him. Caro should bo taken in showing the white light to emphasise the fact tliat 
the light is not a pure white. If a candidate makes a mistake of calling this 
light “ red u proper red light should be shown immediately after and the 
candidate’s attention directed to the difference between the two. 

After a series of lights through the large aperture has been shown, the examiner 
should make n complete circuit with the two small apertures, requiring the can¬ 
didate to name the colours of each set of two lights from left to right. To prevent 
any possibility of the order in which the lights are arranged from being learnt, 
the Examiner should at least twice in each circuit go back a varying number of 
colours. 

A record of any mistakes made with either the large aperture or the two 
smaller apertures should be kept on Form Exn. 17c in accordance with the 
instructions thereon. 

14. Fusing or failure. —If a candidate.with either the large aperture or the 
two smaller apertures of the lantern mistakes red for green or green for rod, ho 
should be considered to have “ failed ” in Colour Vision. 

If the only mistake made by the candidate with the lantern, is to call the white 
light “red” and if after his attention has been specially directed to the difference 
between the two ho makes no further mistake of this nature, he should be 
considered to have passed in Colour Vision. 

If a candidate makes any other mistake with the lantern, i.e., if he calls white 
“ red ” repeatedly or red “ white ” at all, or confuses green and white, his case 
should be reported to the Port Officer and he should bo told that the decision as to 
whether he is passed or failed, or a furtlier examination is necessary will be com¬ 
municated to him in duo course. Pending the receipt of the Port Officer’s instruc¬ 
tions such a candidate should only be allowed to proceed with the remainder of the 
examination for a certificate of competency on the express understanding that the 
latter examination will be cancelled in the event of failure in the Siglit Tests. 

15. Further examination and appeals. —Jf in the cases covered by the preceding 
paragraph the Port OfRcor decides that a further examination is necessary, arrange¬ 
ments will bo made for a special examination to be held and the third class 
travelling expenses necessarily incurred by a candidate in attending such an 
examination will be paid by the Government together with a subsistence allowance 
at a rate which will be notified to the candidate, but which will not in any circum¬ 
stances, exceed Rs. 4 for each day necessarily occupied in attending the 
examination. In these ca.ses the above expenses will be paid whatever may be the 
result of the final examination. 

If, however, on the report of the Examiner the Port Officer decides that the 
nature of the mistakes made shows conclusively that a candidate is so colour blind 
as to be unfit to hold a certificate, the candidate shall be considered to htfve failed. 

If during the progress of a special examination a candidate with defectives* ' 
Form Vision is found to be suffering from a permanent defect of the eyes such ha 
to render him unfit for a sea career, the Port Officer may finally ^reject such 
candidate and he will nut bo allowed to be again examined in the SigVt Test on 
any future occasion. 

In cases where, upon the report of the Examiner, a candidate is failed by the 
Port Officer, as well as in the eases covered by paragraph 14, Government will he 
prepared to allow a candidate who is dissatisfied with this decision to appeal for 
a special examination, but Government will not pay the travelling expenses of 
any such candidate unless ho is reported by the Special Examiners conducting the 
appeal examination to have passed. 

III.^RxPOgTf. 

16. The result of every test in form or colour vision should be reported to the 
Government on the Form Exn. 2, and to the Port Officer on the Form Exn. 14, when 
the candidate is up for examination for a certificate of competency j and to the 
Government on the Form Exn. 2A. when the candidate is up for examination in 
Ttsion only. 

All cases of failure should also be reported to the Port Officer on Form Exn, 
17B, to which should be attached Form Exn. 17C, containing the record of any 
mistakes made with the lantern. , 

Every report relating to such an examination must he signed hy the Examiner 
ysho eondueted the examtnaitois. 
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APPENDIX L

Noto. 

A candidate for an Ordinary certificate of any i^radc who has not previously 
held an Ordinary certificate of a lower grade must prove that he has served twelve 
months in the foreign trade or eighteen months in the home or coasting trade in a 
square-rigged sailing vessel. 

Where foreign-going certificates are required to be held to qualify candidates 
for examination^ they may be cither the Ordinary certificates, or those for fore-and- 
aft rigged vessels, or for foreign-going steamships. 

It must be clearly understood that the amount of service laid down in the 
Regulations for each grade of certificate of competency is the absolute minimum 
that can bo accepted, and unless a candidate can show the full amount he must in 
no case bo allowed up for examination.

APPENDIX M. 


No. 122 Marine, dated the 12tb August 1921. 

NOTIFICATION—^By the Government of Bengal, Marine Department, 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 10 of the Indian Merchant Ship, 
ping Act, 1859 (I of 1859), and in supersession of the rules published under Bengal 
Government notification No. 84 Marine, dated the 22nd July 1919, the Governor in 
Council is pleased, with the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, 
to make the following rules for the grant of certificates of competency as masters 
and mates of bome-trade sailing vessels of a burden exceeding 300 tons, but not 
exceeding 1,000 tons. These rules are supplementary to the rules for the examine* 
tion of masters and mates in the Mercantile Marine in force in Bengal: — 

Rules for examination of oandidatee for oertifloatoe of oompetenoy as master and 
mate of home-trade tailing veaeels exoeoding 300 tone, but not exoeoding 1,000 
tone burden. 


A.—Mateos Cebtificate. 

1. Mate. —A candidate for mate’s certificate must bo not less than 19 years of 

age and must have served four years at sea in the performance of deck duties in 
a sea-going vessel of not loss than 1(X) tons burden. Eighteen months of this total 
ptriod of service should have been rendered in a square-rigged sailing ship. He 
must bo able to read and write legibly an Indian vernacular language or to read 
aud write legibly English and speak an Indian vernacular language. He must 
also satisfy, the Examining Board that he has an adequate knowledge of elementary 
arithmetic, simple and compound, in his own language, up to the standard required 
in the duties of a mate. » 

2. Examination in navigation. —He must he able to take a hearing by compass, 

conversant with the use of a Mercator’s chart and be able to find on either a 

“ true ” or “ magnetic ” chart or plan, the course to steer and the distance from one 
given position to another. He must also be able to find the position of the ship on 
the chart by the following methods: — 

(а) cross bearings of two different objects; 

(б) tw^ bearings of the same object, the course and distance run between the 

two bearings being given. 

He must understand the reduction of soundings, the variation and deviation ef 
the compass and the way in which to apply such variation and deviation; also the 
marking, signs, and abbreviations shewn in a chart. He must also have a working 
knowledge ot the International Code of Signals. 

3. Examination in Seamanthip. —He must possess a thorough knowledge of the 
Kule of the Rond ns regards both steamers and sailing vessels, their regulation 
light and fog and sound signals. He must be able to describe the signals of distress 
and the signals to be made by ships wanting a pilot, and the liabilities and penal¬ 
ties incurred by the misuse of those .signals, also the use and management of the 
rocket apparatus in the event of his vessel being stranded. He must be able to 
mark and use the lead and log lines and to manage a ship’s boat in heavy woaiher. 
He must have a n thorough knowledge of anchor work, mooring and unmooring 
vessels, boat hoisting and lowering and making and furling sail. Hcinust be able 
to read and understand the Barometer, the Thermometer and Aneroid. He must 
also understand the general requirements of practical seamanship and be able to 
answer any questions of a nature appertaining to the duties of a Mate which the 
Examining Board may think proper to put to him. 

B. —Masteu’b Certificate. 

1. Master. —A candidate for the Master’s certificate must be not less than 21 
years of age and must have served five years at sea—« 

(а) in the performance of deck duties of which one year must have been in a 

capacity not lower than that of first or only Mate of a home-trade sail¬

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He must be able to read and write legibly- an Indian vernacular language or to 
read and write legibly English and speak an Indian vernacular language and he 
must sathfy the Examining Board that he has a sound knowledge of elementary 
arithmetic, simple and compound, in his own language, up to the standard 
required in the duties of a master. 

2. Examination in navigation.— In addition to the qualifications required of a 
Mate, a candidate for a Master’s certificate will be required to find on a chart the 
course to steer by compass in order to counteract the effects of a given current and 
to find the distance the ship will make good towards a given point in a given time. 
He will also be required to find latitude by a meridian altitude of the sun and 
find compass correc^tions by amplitude or azimuth and prove that he is familiar 
with the use of the sextant. He will also be required to work ou,t practically the 
correction to apply to soundings at a given time and place, to compare with the 
depth marked on the chart. 

S. Examination in Seamanship. —^In addition to tho qualifications required ^f e 
Mate, a candidate for a Master’s certificate must understand how to rig a sea 
anchor, and how to get a cast of the lead in heavy weather. Ho will be examined 
as to luH resources tor the preservation of the crew and passengers in the event of 
wreck, and the steps to be taken if his vessel is disabled and drafting towards a lee 
shore, and will be required to answer any other questions appertaining to the 
management of a home-trade sailing ship which tho Examining Board may think 
necessary to put to him. He must also understand elementary ship’s husinoss and 
the genera! duties of a Master. He must .satisfy tho Examining Board that he 
has an adequate knowledge of tho storm signals as used in home-trade waters, and 
that he is thoroughly acquainted with the different routes to be taken at various 
seasons of the year in home-trade waters.
